BESIEGED EMPIRE: THE PATRICK STORY 
Suits And Countersuits 


Pläne Crash Kills 
Petoluma Woman

(Last of four articles) 
Amid a blizzard of suits and 
countersuits, William Penn Pat­ 
rick’s empire is entangled in 
what is virtually a nationwide 
legal fray that shows no sfgn of 
conclusion. 
Indeed, there are signs that 
authorities may step up their 
assault. 
From Marin to New V'ork, the 
Patrick conglomerate is under 
attack by the federal and state 
governments. In some cases, he 
has counterattacked with his 
own lawsuits, claiming mali­ 
cious prosecution and abu.se of 
governmental process. 
And he vows to keep operat­ 
ing as usual, ‘i ’m fighting a 
battle for the unborn . . . this is 
a battle for real freedom — to 
do y our own thing and do it 
honestly ,” he say s. 
So assured of success is Pat­ 


rick, moreover, that he say s his 
em pire, growing around the 
world, will be worth .$l billion in 
five y ears. He has placed the 
current value at .$1.50 million. 
While authorities have kept 
Patrick busy, so have dissatis­ 
fied clients of a Patrick project 
called U'ader.ship Dy namics In­ 
stitute. Not a py ramid compa­ 
ny, it was at first established as • 
a m otivational training pro­ 
gram for sales people in the 
empire. 
Up to $1,000 is charged for a 
four-day “seminar” which sev­ 
eral clients charged in lawsuits 
included .slappings, forced nudi­ 
ty and other bizarre experi­ 
ences. 
It has been offered fo the 
public but still draws largely on 
Patrick sales people and their 
families. 
LDI has an affiliate for youth, 
a training and fitness program 


conducted at the Patrick em­ 
pire’s 2,600-acre ranch near 
Lakeport. It was in its first 
y ear of operation this .summer 
when Kimberly Ann Allen of 
Bel M arin Key s, 1.5-year-old 
daughter of a Holiday Magic 
vice president, collapsed on a 
survival hike several weeks 
ago. She died later in a hospital 
from com plications arising 
from heat exhaustion. 


A 12-year-old companion was 
hospitalized the same day , but 
the Lake County sheriff’s office 
has closed the cases, say ing 
there is no suspicion of foul 
play . 


Numerous suits have been 
filed against LDI by people 
claiming to have been beaten, 
compelled to perform unnatural 
sex acts and placed in coffins 
and on crosses. The most re­

Four earlier .suits, including 
one by an Ohio accountant for 
$2 million, have been settled out 
of court. The accountant, Rich­ 
ard E. Shafer, received $40,000, 
while the three other actions 
each were settled for $25,000. 
Although it has been operat­ 
ing since 197 0, w'hen the first 
class was conducted in Atlanta, 
LDI recently stirred worldwide 
controversy and interest as a 
result of an investigation by a 
London Daily Mail reporter 
who attended one of the semi­ 
nars. 
“I and others were punched,

He added, “We do have some 
weird forms of motivation, hut 
anybody can take any thing out 
of context and make it evil . . .

Police received five calls 
from residents of the area who 
reported hearing what sounded 
like an airplane crash, but the 
search was concentrated in the 
wrong area, 


A deputy found the wreckage 
at 7 a.m. today and said Mrs.

Fischer's Lifelong 
Chess Goal Realized 


REYKJAVIK (U PD -B obby 
Fischer, whose bold sty le and 
capricious temperament forced 
the world to take a new look at 
the ancient game of chess, real­ 
ized his lifetime goal of becom­ 
ing the first official American 
world chess champion today , 
in an anti-climactic telephoned 
resignation from Russia’s Boris 
Spassky in the 21st game. 
In ty pical fashion, the new 
champion was late for his own 
coronation. 
Spassky called arbiter Lothar 
Schmid to resign less than two 
hours before the scheduled re­ 
sumption of the 21st gam e 
which was adjourned in Fisch­ 
e r’s favor after 40 moves 
Thursday . The Russian grand­ 
master had spent the night 
analy zing the game in futile 
search of a way to save a draw 
and his title. 
The title was worth $156,250 
in prize money to F ischer. 
Spassky ’s share was $93,7 50. 
Still to be resolved, however, 
was the $1.7 5 million breach of 
contract lawsuit filed by movie 
producer Chester Fox against 
Fischer, whose protests pre­ 
vented cameras from filming 
the games. 
Schmid and International 
Chess Federation P resident 
Max Euwe, the last non-Rus­ 
sian to hold the championship, 
hastily arranged a coronation 
ceremony in the playing hall. 


They raced to Fischer’s hotel 
to tell him fie was the new 
world champion. Fischer asked 
for confirmation of his victory 
in writing from Spassky . 
With the pieces still on the 
chessboard from last night, 
Schmid returned to his desk 
and waited. Fischer charged in 
16 minutes late. 
A crowd of several hundred

WASHINGTON (UPI>-As an 


anti-inflation move, President 
Nixon has deferred for three 
months federal pay raises for 
3.6 million military and civilian 
employe's. 


Nixon said the pay increases 


would violate the guidelines of 
his economic stabilization plan 
since federal employes received 
raises of 5.5 per cent Jan. 1. He 
deferred the increases due Oct. 
1 until Jan. 1, 1973. 


On other economic fronts 


Thursday. Treasury Secretary 
George 
P. 
Shultz and Com­ 
merce Secretary Peter G. Pe­ 
terson criticized Sen. George 
McGovern’s proposals for tax 
reforms and defense spending 
cuts. 
Peterson said in a statement 


that McGovern’s plan to trim 
$30 billion from the defense 
budget was “ simplistic.'' 
Shultz told a news conference 


that the stock market and busi­ 
ness investment would be hurt 
if McGovern became president 
and imposed his plans to tax 
capital gains—income from 
stocks, bonds and other fixed 
assets—at the rate of ordinary 
income.

Dayan States Peace 
Possible With Egypt

Defense Minister Moshe Day­ 
an said Thursday night Israel 
can come to terms with Egypt 
on a partial peace agreement 
but not with Jordan unless King 
Hussein softens his stance. 


Dayan said Egypt wants Is­ 
rael to withdraw from the east 
bank of the Suez Canal— and 
Israel is willing to do so, but it 
is not willing to vacate the West 
Bank of Jordon and East Jeru­ 
salem. as the Jordanian king 
wants. 


In Beirut, the newspaper An 


Nahar reported the Soviet Un­ 
ion is seekin g to esta b lish a 
united Arab front which will 
embrace Syria. Iraq, and the 
Palestinian resistance move­ 
ment to counter increased 
American influence in other 
parts of the Arab world. 


The newspaper quoted “ cir­ 
cles close to Soviet sources" in 
Beirut for its report. 
An Nahar said this was one of 


the 
reasons Kremlin leaders 


dispatched a special envoy to 
Damascus with an “ important" 
message to President Hafez As­ 
sad of Syria. 
In other Mideast develop­ 
ments. a delegation from the 
Central Committee of the Soviet 
Communist party will visit Cai­ 
ro soon to assess the future of 
Russo-Egyptian relations, ac­ 
cording to diplomatic reports 
reaching London. Sources said 
there were uncertainties in the 
committee and in the ruling 
circles of the Soviet East Euro­ 
pean allies, on party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev's explana­ 
tion of Russia's pullout from 
Cairo. 
The Beirut newspaper A1 An­ 
war today quoted Syrian Eco­ 
nomic Minister Mustafa Hallaj 
as calling for an Arab boycott 
of American economic inter­ 
ests. The paper said that during 
a Beirut meeting with Lebanese 
and Egyptian economy minis­ 
ters, Hallaj asked for “ an em­ 
bargo on all American interests 
in Arab countries including pe­ 
troleum 
trade, 
investment, 


banks and security compa­ 
nies." 
In Cairo. Ahmed Khatib, the 


Prime Minister of the Federa- 
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tion of Arab Republics, said 
today the presidents of Egypt, 
Syria and Libya will meet in 
the Egyptian capital in October 
to discuss the liberation of Is­ 
raeli-occupied Arab territories. 
Dayan, speaking to foreign 


students in Tel Aviv, said “ I 
think the Egyptians want us to 
withdraw (from the Suez Canal) 
and I think we should not insist 
on staying. '

work—the kind of agreement 
about this withdrawal—and I 
think such an agreement can be 
reached." he said.

“ They will not blindly support 


those who assault their most 
deeply held values, demean 
their intelligence, scorn their 
organizations, laugh at their 
patriotism or sneer at their way 
of life,” Meany said. 
Meany’s statement attacked 


Nixon’s economic and other do­ 
mestic policies but was not as 
sharp in its criticism as the 
statement he issued for Labor 
Day, 1971. In that statement, he 
attacked Nixon by name. 
Meany faulted the adminis­ 
tration for unemployment, say­ 
ing it was “ a tragic human 
waste” for 5 million Americans 
to be unemployed. He said eco­ 
nomic controls should be “ equi­ 
table and across the board.” 


“ Wages have been held down, 


but 
prices and profits have 


been allowed to skyrocket,” 
Meany said. “ Employers, natu­ 
rally, are only too happy to 
police wage controls—but no 
effective machinery was ever 
set up to keep prices in check." 
He said prices and profits and 


other forms of income should 
be controlled as wages are con­ 


trolled or the entire controls 
program should be abolished. 
Other union leaders and La­ 
bor Secretary James D. Hodg­ 
son also weighed in with state­

Plan W ins 


Approval 


SACRAMENTO iUPI) —The 
SederalHEnvironmenta! Protec­ 
tion Agency (EPA) has ap­ 
proved a comprehensive plan to 
clean up California’s ocean wa­ 
ters and prevent their pollution 
by sewage, mercury and DDT. 


The new. stringent standards 
are designed to make the wa­ 
ters pure enough to swim safely 
anywhere along the coast up to 
1,000 feet out to sea and 30 feet 
under the water. 


The state Water Resources 
Cohtrol Board, which developed 
the lan over an 18-month peri­ 
od. estimated that $870 million 
would be required for construc­ 
tion of sewage treatment and 
other pollution control facilities. 


Most of the sum will he borne 
by local governments with pri­ 
vate industry carrying $100 mil­ 
lion of the burden. 
“ This plan greatly strength­ 
ens California’s water quality 
standards and has set a prece­ 
dent for far-sighted standards 
development," Paul DeFalco 
Jr., regional EPA director, said 
in a letter to Gov. Ronald Re­ 
agan. 
“ The ocean plan will prove to 
be of groat value in conserving 
the high quality of coastal wa­ 
fers for future generations of 
Californians." DeFalco said. 
Currently. 55 municipal 
plants and 34 industries each 
day dump more than 1.2 billion 
gallons of waste into the ocean, 
about 30 per cent of the national 
total, the state water board 
said. 
The new standards require 
secondary treatment of sewage 
before it can Ik* pumped into 
the ocean. Municipalities may 
apply for state and federal aid 
to pay for up to 80 per cent of 
the cost of new facilities. 
About 85 to 95 per cent of 
substances such as arsenic, 
mercury and DDT will be re­ 
quired to be removed from 
waste with no variances per­ 
mitted. 
Barred outright will be dis­ 
charges of high-level radioac­ 
tive waste, radiological chemi­ 
cals. biological warfare agents 
and 
municipal 
industrial 
sludge. 
The new standards will be 
phased in beginning next year. 
Enforcement will be up to the 
state. EPA approval of the new 
plan was announced Thursday.

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Beaten Youth Dies; 
Father Is Charged 


CHICAGO (U P I)— Johnny 
Lindquist never got back to the 
small Wisconsin farm and the 
lake where he first caught a 
fish 
The battered 7-year-old 
died Thursday in a West Side 
hospital 


He had been unconscious 


since July 28 from a healing he 
received after he was taken 
from the foster home in Wiscon­ 
sin and returned to his natural 
parents. 


His father William, 31, was 
charged with murder. 
Johnny, who had spent most 


of his life in foster homes, had 
been living with Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Karvanek. Tigerton, 
Wis , for almost four years 
when a court order forced him 
to return to his natural parents 
in Chicago. 


“ When his parents wanted 
him back. I knew he had to go. 
I tried to make it easy. I told 
him John, you have to go back, 
vour father loves you. But he 
ran to the top of the stairs and 
cried.” Mrs. Karvanek said 
“ He said 'I'm never going 


back ’ At night he'd pray, 
please God, don’t let Ihcm take 
me back’.” 


But iri late March the Karva­ 
neks drove Johnny back into 
the city. “ We never saw him 
again until after the beating. 
He looked so small in the hospi­ 
tal. All bruises and so thin But 
I still had hope 
I thought it 
would work out and he’d come 
ba<*k home to the farm. I was 
vowing to fatten him up,” she 
said softly, 
Johnny was beaten July 28 


after he said he wanted to go 
home to the Karvaneks, police 
said. He was taken to St. 


Anne's Hospital in a coma. 
Doctors performed emergency 
surgery for severe brain dam­ 
age. 


After he was admitted. John­ 
ny's two brothers and two sis­ 
ters were placed in foster 
homes. The move was ordered 
after one of his sisters, Julie, 2, 
was injured when she fell from 
a window in the Lindquist

apartment. Her mother was not 
home. 
The Lindquists were barred 
from visiting Johnny at the 
hospital. Mrs. Karvanek, who 
has no children of her own, 
came daily to sit with Johnny.

They told me 
hearing is the last sense to go. 
Sometimes I thought he almost 
smiled at me. 1 don’t know if he 
ever heard me,” Mrs. Karva­ 
nek said quietly. 


“ Johnny was a good son. He 
was 3 when he came to live: 
with us. It seemed he wa£ 
always there. Johnny loved that* 
farm. He loved to fish with 
Robert (the Karvanek s other 
foster son). He loved baseball. 
He could hit every hall. 
“ He was a good kid. Respect­ 
ful. We were so proud of him. I 
don’t think I ever saw a kid so 
good. No. I ’m not saying he was 
perfect. He was a boy, hut a 
good boy.

HONOLULU (UPD - Presi­ 
dent Nixon wound up his meet­ 
ings with Prime Minister Kak- 
uei Tanaka today, assured that 
Japan’s warming to Red China 
would not affect U.S. Pacific 
bases, and steps would be taken 
to correct trade deficits. 


A joint statement, to be is­ 
sued following the final session 
between the two leaders, was 
said to contain agreement by 
Japan to increase purchases of 
U.S. goods by $1.1 billion within 
a year and a pledge to take 
longer-range action to increase 
American imports. 


The two scheduled a final, 
wind-up session before Nixon 
presides over a change of com­ 
mand ceremony at the head­ 
quarters of U.S. forces in the 
Pacific and heads back to the 
Western White House in San 
Clemente. Calif. 


White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler told newsmen 
Nixon was assured during the 
initial three-hour meeting with 
Tanaka that Japanese moves 
toward establishing diplomatic 
relations with Peking would not 
affect current defense commit­ 
ments. 
Japan and the United States 
are jointly committed to the 
defense of Taiwan, and concern 
has beeii expressed in some 
quarters that the move by Ja ­ 
pan to establish diplomatic re­ 
lations with Peking would force 
them to abandon their treaty 
obligations to the Chinese main­ 
land regime's arch-enemy. 
This would affect the U.S. 
military bases in Japan and

The crowd again went wild, 
standing in the seats, shouting, 
cheering, stomping. Fischer 
looked out at the crowd, then 
down at his feet, walked over to 
sign his scoresheet and almost 
ran out. 
Fischer, whose 24-hour Sab­ 
bath began at sundown, re­ 
turned to his hotel and closed 
himself in his room. 
Euwe said Spassky realized 
the game was lost because he 
had sealed the wrong 41st move 
at adjournment Thursday night.

broken ribs, but said he defends 
the motivational aspect of the 
program. 


So sincere was his support, 
»ay said, that his wedding 
present to his sister was four 
days at LDI. "it’s a tremen­ 
dous experience,” he said. 
Hut (»ay said the program 
has changed of late, and he 
doesn’t like it. The money-mak­ 
ing aspect, he says, is empha­ 
sized more than the develop­ 
ment of leadership. 
Holiday Magic, meanwhile, is 
or has been the target of state 
actions in Arkansas, California, 
Illinois, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Michigan and Minnesota, ac­ 
cording to a February 1972 re­ 
port of the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus. 
Patrick, according to the re­ 
port, has won or at least stalled 
further action in Arkansas and 
liinois (where he has countered 
with a $45 million action), while 
in Maryland, Holiday Magic 
has changed its marketing plan 
to conform with state securities 
laws. 
in addition to Illinois, Patrick 
said he is planning suits against 
fhe national Better Business 
Bureau growing out of what he 
calls an unobjective, self-serv­ 
ing approach by the organiza­ 
tion. 
In California, where suits now 
are pending against Sta-Power 
and Alexander Taylor Inc., Hol­ 
iday Magic was enjoined in 1967 
from making false or mislead­ 
ing statements in connection 
with recruitment of distribu­ 
tors; required to limit sale of 
distributorships, and ordered to 
pay a civil penalty of $35,000. 
In response to an I-.T inquiry, 
Herschel Elkins, chief of con­ 
sumer fraud in the state attor­ 
ney general's office, said he 
didn't know at present if Holi­ 
day Magic was in compliance 
with the recruitment require­ 
ments. 
Elkins said that, although it’s 
entitled to under the court or­ 


der, his office hadn't checked 
Holiday Magic's books in four 
years. A report on operations 
was received some time ago 
from the company, indicating 
nothing was awry, he added. 


Of 
the 
actions 
pending 
against the two Patrick compa­ 
nies in California, the Alexan­ 
der Taylor matter is closest to 
decision. The state, seeking a 
preliminary injunction against 
the company in Marin Superior 
Court, says agreements be­ 
tween distributors and the com­ 
pany come under the state’s 
franchise investment law, 
meaning that a prospective re­ 
cruit should be supplied with 
full and accurate financial in­ 
formation about 
what 
ho is 
getting into. 


The suit also claims that Al­ 
exander Taylor is an “ endless 
chain’’ as defined in the state 
penal code —- a statute, inciden­ 
tally, passed by the Legislature 
as a result of the 1967 Holiday 
Magic judgment. 
The company argues that its 
distributors are independent 
contractors, meaning there is 
no franchise relation. On the 
endless chain complaint, the 
firm says it is “ insulated 
against saturation” of tne mar­ 
ket because of the provision 
there may he no more than one 
consultant or senior consultant 
for every 12,500 persons. 
The Sta-Power action, pend­ 
ing in Marin as well, is based 
on similar points. 
(The state attorney general, 
meanwhile, has gained injunc­ 
tions against the Glenn W. 
Turner pyramid empire, while 
Bestline products last year 
agreed to a court judgment that 
places more stress on product 
sales and requires the firm to 
furnish earning statements to 
prospective participants. 
»Patrick resents any associa­ 
tion with Turner, a former Holi­ 
day Magic distributor. He said 
Turner “ copied part” of the 
Holiday Magic marketing pro­ 
gram and “ turned it around*’ 


into a n 
scheme.) 
irre sp o n s ib le ” 


At the federal level, the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission is con­ 
ducting a series of nationwide 
hearings into Holiday Magic. 
The FTC claims the firm has 
misrepresented potential earn­ 
ings to prospective distributors, 
misrepresented the ease with 
which a person can supposedly 
build a distributorship and that 
it. charges different prices to 
distributors who compete in 
product resale. 
Patrick, who told the I-J the 
FTC is “ spending tax money to 
put out propaganda which they 
have no way to prove,” ap­ 
peared when the hearings were 
convened in San Francisco last 
November. He took the Fifth 
Amendment when asked about 
his dealings with the company. 
While the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission hasn’t yet 
moved against Patrick, it may 
do so. A commission spokes­ 
man in San Francisco noted 
that the SEC has filed suit in 
Oregon seeking to enjoin Turn­ 
er's "Dare to be Great” organi­ 
zation from violating the regis­ 
tration and antifraud provisions 
of U.S. securities laws. 
Similar suits against Holiday 
Magic and others may follow 
soon, the spokesman said. 
The SEC charges in the Ore­ 
gon action that agreements be­ 
tween Dare to be Great and its 
distributors are really securi­ 
ties that must be registered 
with the federal government. 
What it means is that, similar 
to California's franchise invest­ 
ment law, pyramid companies 
“ must present a fair picture of 
opportunities and risks.” the 
spokesman said. 
Meantime, fhe spokesman ac­ 
knowledged that the commis­ 
sion was looking into another 
aspect of Holiday Magic, in­ 
volving allegedly unreported 
transfer of unregistered stock 
in the cosmetic company’s 
Mexican operation four years 
ago and again recently. 


The I-.J also has learned that 
legislation restricting opera­ 
tions of pyramid companies is 
to lx* introduced in Congress 
within a few weeks. Sen. Walter 
F. Mondale, D-Minn., has said 
he will author the measure, 
although its scope remains se­ 
cret. 


A spokesman in Mondale’s 
office would describe it only as 
in the nature of a “ felony crimi­ 
nal statute.” 
Meantime, Patrick, of whom 
Gay said, “ Give him an idea 
and he'll have a corporation 
formed by noon,” refuses to 
budge under the barrage. This, 
despite what a former associate 
says must be an outpouring of 
“ unbelievable” legal fees. 
Patrick says his programs 
are helping black people who 
wouldn't otherwise find busi­ 
ness opportunities, noting that a 
black man is president of one of 
the pyramid companies, Ameri- 
prise, dealing in home care 
products. Patrick says his sys­ 
tem is “ more sophisticated and 
more durable” than other mar­ 
keting plans. And he says that 
“ when my final epitaph is writ­ 
ten. I know what it’s gonna say, 
because I know what I stand 
for.” 
In an appraisal he might ap­ 
ply to his entire conglomerate 
today Patrick once said: 
“ We are like the river that 
rushes down the mountain. If a 
large boulder, a tree or the side 
of the mountain gets in the 
way, it moves over or runs 
around it — definitely, forceful­ 
ly and without stopping. 
“ There is no feeling in that 
river. It moves fast because it 
is in a hurry to get where it 
wants to go. And if you listen 
carefully, you will hear it sing a 
little song of happiness as it 
rushes along and leaves the 
obstacles behind. 
"That is the spirit we feel in 
Holiday Magic. And you will 
find it all summed up in our 
slogan — ‘Holiday Magic Loves 
You.” ’

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Behr Supports 
Early Education 


State Sen. Peter H. Behr yes­ 
terday carried a plea for res­ 
tructuring of California’s pri­ 
mary education to nearly 200 
Marin school administrators. 
Behr spoke on “ Early Child­ 
hood Education — Life Begins 
at Four" at the fall luncheon of 
the Marin County School Ad­ 
ministrators Association in the 
San 
(Jeronimo National Golf 
Club restaurant. 
Quoting liberally from the re­ 
port of State Supt. Wilson C. 
Kiles’s Task Force on Early 
childhood Education, he urged 
that kindergarten and primary 
grades he restructured into an 
ungraded program staffed with 
parents and young people in 
addition to the teachers, to pro­ 
vide a ratio of one adult to 
every 10 pupils. 
Such restructuring is the aim 
of Senate Bill 1302 by State Sen 
Melvyn S. Dymally. D-Los An­ 
geles. for which Behr made his 
pitch. 
Dymally s bill also calls for 
starting children to school one 
year earlier than now — at the 
age of 4. The bill has passed 
both houses of the Legislature, 
hut was amended in the Assem­ 
bly. The start at 4 years old. 
Behr reported, was amended 
out. 
The Marin senator opened his 
remarks by disclaiming ex- 
pertese in education matters. 
Later, however, he denounced 


as "badly researched" an arti­ 
cle in Phi Delta Kappan 
b y 
Raymond Moore, professor of 
education at Andrews Universi­ 
ty in 
Michigan, which cited 
dangers of too-early schooling. 
The 
drawbacks 
cited 
by 
Moore, said Behr, “ simply do 
not apply” to Superintendent 
Riles’s early education plan as 
embodied in Senator Dymally's 
bill. 
Advocating schooling at 4 
years. Senator Hehr asserted; 
“ It is impossible for any home 
to provide as much intellectual 
stimulation as the schoolroom." 
He noted that Supt. Clifford 
W7 Campbell of Dixie School 
District, president of the ad­ 
ministrator group, had pointed 
out that spending on the addi­ 
tional year of school for 4-year 
olds as set up in the bill “ is 
only half as much as we spend 
on each kindergarten child in 
our district." 
Rut. Behr said, the Assembly 
has deleted the 4-year-old pro- 
The bill is now' back in 
the Senate to await concurrence 
in the Assembly amendments. 
A high school principal raised 
the question of whether pouring 
additional state money into the 
early childhood program would 
deprive the schools of revenues 
for upper grades and high 
school. 
Behr said he hoped it would 
not. 


Mexican Flag Flies 
On Catalina Island 


AVALON (CPI)—The flag of 
Mexico still flew over Catalina 
Island today and the “ invad­ 
ers" who came to claim it from 
the 
United States were still 
encamped on a hill overlooking, 
Avalon. 
They have become a tourist 
attraction. 
The 
invaders—24 men and 
one woman—are members of 
the Brown Berets, a militant 
M exican-A m erican 
group. 
When they appeared on the 
holiday island off the coast of 
Southern California Wednesday, 
they 
claimed it as 
Mexican 
territory. 
Wearing military style uni­ 
forms of green pants, khaki 
shirts, brown berets and ammu­ 
nition belts—but no weapons— 
the group was mistaken for 
invading Mexican army troops 
when it first drew up in forma­ 
tion on the road between Ava­ 
lon and the airport. 
"This is Mexican territory." 
declared 
the leader of the 
group. David Sanchez. 26. "W e 
are claiming all of the channel 
islands. They are all Mexican 
territory." 
The "invaders" admit they 
have no connection with the 
M ex ican go vernmen t. 
The Brown Berets argue that 
when the United States ac­ 
quired Mexican territory after 
the Mexican-American war, the 
settlement covered land to the 
Pacific Ocean—so the islands 
offshore were not covered, and 
should still belong to Mexico. 
The counterargument is that 
Mexico ceded California to the 
United States, and the islands 
were considered pai’t of Califor­ 
nia. 
The activists were given per­ 
mission to stay and camp on 
the island. 
Islanders, learning the group 
had no food or money, began 


bringing them lunches. Water­ 
melon was donated for dinner 
their first night. 


Tourists visiting the island 
drive up in rented jeeps to see 
the “ Mexican army cam p." 
Sightseeing buses have added 
the camp to their itinerary. 


"They’ve been very well be­ 
haved. very orderly and have 
been received by us as visitors.* 
They are most welcome," said 
Raymond Rydell, mayor of 
Avalon. Rydell was executive 
vice chancellor of the California 
state college system before re 
tiring to Cntalinn and has some 
experience in dealing with 
young militants. He urged a 
lenient approach to the Brown 
Berets. 


Island people watched calmly 
Thursday as the contingent 
drilled, marching to a Spanish 
count of “ Uno. dos. uno dos, 
uno. dos. très, cuatro." 
Residents make jokes about 
“ occupied Catalina" and pay­ 
ing their taxes in pesos. 
There are about 300 Mexican- 
Americans living on the island, 
but the Brown Berets found it 
difficult to whip up much fervor 
for a revolt. 
One of the “ troopers" ques­ 
tioned 9-year-old Johnny Ma­ 
chado. who came to watch their 
drill, and was horrified that the 
little boy speaks no Spanish, 
“ You cant even pronounce 
(your name) rig h t." he ex­ 
claimed. “ Man, you gotta learn 
Spanish. W hat’s your school 
like? Any bilingual classes?" 
Replied Johnny; “ What’s bil­ 
ingual9"

NEW YORK. N Y, - “ Chess 
is a gam e of war play ed on a 
marked surface between sy m ­ 
bolic arm ies of a certain com­ 
position, usually , but not al­ 
way s. two in number. Although 
there are other gam es of a 
w arlike nature, with p ieces 
being besieged or captured, in 
cfcess the opposing sides repre­ 
sent the four main branches of 
a military force once used in a 
certain part of the ancient 
w o rld : c h ar io tr y , e le p h an t 
corps, cav alry , and infantry .” 


So writes Charles K. Wilkin­ 
son, curator emeritus of Near 
Eastern Art at the Metropolitan 
Museum, in the introduction to 
“ Chess: East and West, Past 
and Present.” 
This catalo g , a d efinitiv e 
analy sis of the history ' of chess 
and chess sets, was compiled in 
19 68 as a companion to an 
ex hibition by the sam e name, 
drawn primarily from the Met­ 
ropolitan’s Gustav us A. Pfeiffer

collection and mounted at the 
Brookly n Museum. 
On the occasion of the Fisch- 
er-Spassky 
contest 
for the 
world championship, which cer­ 
tainly 
bears out 
the gam e’s 
original war analogy , the Met­ 
ropolitan has installed a small 
but worthy v ersion of the ear­ 
lier ex hibition, which is cn dis­ 
play through Nov ember. 
A case of early Islamic chess­ 
men and another of mediev al 
pieces complement the main 
ex hibition, which consists of a 
room filled primarily with com­ 
plete and incomplete 18 th- and 
19 th-century sets from Germa­ 
ny , Austria, France. Italy , Rus­ 
sia. China, and J apan. 
In the J unior Library there is 
a special display of chessmen 
with particular appeal to chil­ 
dren — the Alice in Wonderland 
set is the most charming. 
It is generally agreed that 
ch ess 
originated 
in 
India 
around the six th or sev enth 
century and then 
spread to 
Persia. One of the most intrigu­ 
ing ex planations of its genesis 
is 
a 
legend 
in 
F ird au si’s 
“ Shahnama,” the famous Per­ 
sian epic poem. 
Firdausi describes a battle 
between 
two Indian 
princes, 
half brothers called Gow and 
Tolhand, who went to battle for 
possession of the crown with 
the understanding that the goal 
was to capture rather than kill. 
But when Tolhand saw his ar­ 
my defeated and found himself 
trapped, he died on his war 
elephant. 


According to a paraphrased 
Firdausi account: “ When Gow 
. . . brought the news of Tol­ 
hand ’s death to his mother, she, 
griev ing, blamed him for his 
brother’s death. Gow sw ore 
that his brother had not been 
harmed and when his mother 
asked him to ex plain how, then, 
he had died, Gow asked that a 
board be brought and that 
pieces of iv ory and teak be 
carv ed. Then, by means of the 
gam e of chess, Gow showed his 
mother how the armies mov ed, 
and how in the end, hemmed in 
on all sides. Tolhand had died 
of ex haustion and despair. And 
so, in chess, checkmate occurs, 
when the king, like Tolhand, is 
in a position from which there 
is no escape.” 
By the ninth century chess 
had spread to Europe v ia Ara­ 
bia. The Moors introduced it to r 


Spain and the Saracens to Italy , 
while it also filtered eastward 
into the Orient. Chess met with 
religious disapprov al from the 
mediev al Christians, just as it 
had from the Muslims, because 
it was associated with dice, a 
gam e of chance. A Lombard 
friar by the name of J acobus de 
Cessolis wrote an allegorical 
defense of the gam e in the late 
Kith century . ‘‘The Game and 
Pley of the Chesse.” published 
by Cax ton’s Press in 1474, is, 
according to one source, the 
second book printed in the En­ 
glish language. 
The game has remained re­ 
m arkably consistent throughout 
the ages. Ev en its name in 
E nglish and European lan­ 
guages ev okes the original San­ 
skrit “ chaturanga,” (the four 
m em bers of the army ) and the 
Persian “ shah,” meaning king. 
As for the ch essm en them ­ 
selv es. Mr. Wilkinson ex plains 
that they hav e alway s tended to 
fall 
into one of two m ain 
groups: 
“ In one, the pieces embody 
the names they bear. The king 
is a miniature roy al figure, the 
elephant is an elephant, the 
pawn is a little foot soldier. In 
the other group the pieces are 
distinctiv e arbitrary forms, rec­ 
ognizable to the play ers who 
use them but m eaningless to 
those unaccustomed to them. 
Such are usually termed ‘con­ 
v entional’ sets . . . There is 
som e reason to believ e that 
both ty pes of chessmen hav e 
been 
used from 
the gam e's 
earliest day s.” 
Some striking ex am ples of 
both ty pes are on display at the 
Metropolitan. There is of course 
ov erlapping, for in some sets 
the pawns are not representa­ 
tional while the pieces are, or 
more commonly an entire set 
m ay be abstract, with the usual 
ex ception of the knight. 
T he representational sets 
tend to be the more curious. 
Their themes are often taken 
from famous battles or con­ 
flicts, such as the Battle of 
Austerlitz. the Christians v s. 
the barbarians, the Italians v s. 
the Ethiopians (with Mussolini 
as the Italian king and Rome as S 
the queen;, the Indians v s. the 
English, the cowboy s v s. the 
Indians, the threshers v s. the 
m owers, and ev en the blondes 
v s. the brunettes.

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Fujiyama's Offers Followers Of 
Japanese Cuisine Ideal Selections 


J uhI as there are those who 
hoAlOut strongly on the merits 
of European cooking, there are 
others who believe that the 
Japanese methods of food prep­ 
aration are without peer. 
And some of them are very 
insistent about it. I ran into one 
gentleman at the Fujiyama in 
San Rafael the other evening, 
who probably hasn’t missed 
taking in a Japanese restaurant 
in the west between the Canadi­ 
an and Mexican borders. And 
he gives them odds over most 
other food institutions, too. (No, 
he is not a Japanese). 
Incidientally, he rated the Fu­ 
jiyama quality-high on his list, 
which I was glad to hear, since 
I have not done enough cover­ 
age of Japanese restaurants to 
make close comparisons. 
I can say that I do find 
certain Japanese foods very 
pleasing to the taste and I enjoy 
periodical ventures into this 
field of gourmanderie. For ex­ 
ample, the beef teriyaki pre­ 
pared at the Fujiyama by own- 
er-chef Akitoshi Ta ka za wa is 
truly amazing. It is prepared 
almost as thin as paper, but 
somehow' he manages not to 
overcook or undercook it. 


There are other beef entrees 
to tempt you •— sukiyaki and 
mizutaki — or you can venture 
into the field of seafoods with 
sashimi (ocean fresh raw tuna), 
tempura (shrimp and vegeta­ 
bles), salmon teriyaki and fried 
breaded prawns, or chicken te­ 
riyaki and a few others on 
which I have yet to experiment. 
And there is a good accompani­ 
ment of side items — soup, 
salad, rice and vegetables. 


Aside from the fact that the 
Fujiyama (located on the Mira­ 
cle Mile) is Marin’s only fully 
Japanese restaurant, you will 
find it an especially interesting 
and colorful little spot to visit. 
If you are already up on your 
Japanese food customs, un­ 
doubtedly you will want to re­ 
move your shoes and sit at one 
of the low tables on the raised 
section at one end of the dining 
room. Since I am not exactly 
built for a cross-legged position 
on a floor mat, I prefer the 
conventional western table and 
chairs. 
Now featured as the Saturday 
night entertainer here is pretty 
So phie Ya ma mo to from San 
Francisco, who sings and ac­ 
companies herself on the piano. 
She has a nice voice and quite a 
repertory of Japanese songs 
which I did not realize could be 
so well adapted to our own style 
of music. 
Atsuko Na ka mura , who pre­ 
viously performed on the koto 
Saturday nights, should be back 
soon — but she will then play 
on Friday nights, making two 
evenings of live entertainment 
a week 


Ordinarily closed on Mon­ 
days, the Fujiyama will serve 
dinners on Labor Day from 5 to 
9:30 p.m.

Swift Nor Sure 


“ Man y people* though n ot all, 
will be deterred fr\>m serious 
crimes if they Iviun e that jus­ 
tice is swift an d sure. Today n o 
on e thin ks it ts. It there is a 
gen eral impression that the ad­ 
min istration of justice is n ot 
workin g, on e importan t result 
is that the deterren t effect of 
law an d pun ishm en t is im ­ 
paired an d lost." — Warren E. 
Burger, chief justice of the 
Un ited States Supreme Court. 


AN EXCELLENT ex ample of 
what Chief Justice Burger was 
talkin g about is provided by the 
case of “ hippie prophet" Don ­ 
ald C. McCoy Jr. an d 10 of his 
“followers" at the n ow-defun ct 
commun e he headed at Ran cho 
Olompali n ear Novato. 
These 11 were amon g more 
than a score of residen ts ar­ 
rested on marijuan a an d n ar­ 
cotics charges in a sheriff’s 
raid on the commun e on Jan . 
14, 
1969. McCoy an d the 10 
others subsequen tly en gaged 
William 0. Weissich as defen se 
coun sel. 


They were in dicted by the 
gran d jury on March 20 of that 
y ear, arraign ed four day s later, 
an d en tered pleas of n ot guilty 
on March 28 . Trial was set for 
Aug. 4, 1969. 
On the day set for open in g of 
trial, attorn ey Weissich filed a 
motion to suppress eviden ce, 
based in part on the fact that 
the raid had resulted from a tip 
to law en forcemen t officers by 
an in forman t whom the district 
attorn ey refused to iden tify . 
That motion was heard be­ 
fore Judge Joseph G. Wilson in 
Marin Superior Co u rt o n S ep t. 
11, 1969. When th e d istrict at­ 
torn ey ’s office again refused to 
iden tify the in forman t, Judge 
Wilson threw out the case. 


DIS T. ATTY. Bruce B. Bales 
n ex t day appealed the action to 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


the District Court of Appeals. It 
took over 14 mon ths — un til 
Nov. 26, 1970 — to rule on the 
appeal. On that date the appel­ 
late court overruled Judge Wil- 
son an d return ed the case to 
Marin Coun ty for trial. 
The defen se promptly peti­ 
tion ed 
for rehearin g by the 
app ellate court. This tim e, 
there was n o delay . The appel­ 
late court on Dec. 10 refused a 
rehearin g. 
Back at the Marin Coun ty 
Hall of Justice, however, n o­ 
body 
seemed to be 
in an y 
hurry . The appellate court or­ 
der reposed somewhere in the 
coun ty clerk's files. There was 
n o request for a n ew trial date. 
On Feb. 8 , 1971, defen se coun ­ 
sel filed a motion to dismiss on 
the groun ds that McCoy an d his 
followers had been den ied the 
prompt an d speedy trial guar­ 
an teed by the U.S. Con stitution . 
In stead, Judge Wilson then 
set a hearin g for March 21 on 
the rem ain der of Weissich’s 
motion to suppress eviden ce. 


AFTER THAT hearin g, n oth­ 
in g happen ed — for 17 mon ths. 
An d on Aug. 21 of this y ear — 
1972 — Judge Wilson dismissed 
the charges, agreein g that the 
defen dan ts had been den ied 
their rights to speedy trial. 
Of the delay s totalin g 41 
mon ths from the time of plea to 
the 
tim e 
of dism issal, 
38 
mon ths are chargeable to the 
courts themselves — 14 mon ths 
to the appellate court an d 24 
mon ths to the Marin Superior 
Court. 
So it was the courts that 
d en ied th e sp eed y tria l. It 
is 
the courts that must bear the 
blame. 
No won der that, as Chief 
Justice W arren say s, n obody 
believes that justice is swift 
an d sure.

All the public polls in dicate that 
Californ ian s — Democrats an d Republi­ 
can s alike - - favor harsher, n ot softer, 
con trols an d pen alties for the use an d 
possession of pot. 


An d they are goin g again st the wishes 
of a large n umber of y oun g people in this 
state. Survey s in dicate some 35 per cen t

con trols or legalization of marijuan a. 
Already there is a sizable group of y oun g 
Californ ian s workin g again st the passage 
of the m arijuan a in itiative.

THERE ARE SOME who ex cuse their 
support of the legalization of m arijuan a 
on the basis of a recen t report by the 
Nation al Commission on M arijuan a an d 
Drug Abuse. What those person s fail, or 
refuse, to keep in min d is this: the report 
warn ed that m ajor social problems were 
likeiy to arise should the availability of 
m arijuan a be sudden ly in creased. 


Much of the soft approach to m arijuan a 
is based on some fan tasies which are 
destroy ed by fact. For ex ample: 


FANTASY — marijuan a should be 
legalized because it is n ot a n arcotic. 
FACT — while it is true that pharm a­ 
cologically m arijuan a is n ot a n arcotic, 
phy sician s warn that it can have ex ­ 
trem ely harmful men tal effects. On e 
n oted UC researcher has stated that 
con tin ued use of marijuan a can result in 
a “ chemical fron tal lobotomy ”. 


MY STRONG OPPOSITION to the le­ 
galization of or len ien cy toward m ari­ 
juan a was harshly rein forced by some­ 
thin g which hit close to home the other 
week. 
A frien d of our teen -aged son com m it­ 
ted suicide. He drove the family car in to 
the garage, locked the door, an d let the 
en gin e run un til it was all gver. He had 
been high on acid. At 20, his brain had 
been eaten away . 
His father foun d him in the morn in g. 
How did it start? it started with 
m arijuan a. Just an occasion al smoke, a 
n ow-an d-then join t, to be part of the 
group. An d then came the am phetam ­ 
in es, an d the acid — the LSD an d the 
STP. The hallucin atory trips. The uppers 
an d down ers. The tortured min d . . . an d 
a car with its en gin e run n in g in a closed 
garage on a trip to the dead en d of the 
road. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT officers, n ar 
cotics agen ts, phy sician s an d psy cholo­ 
gists will tell y ou — if y ou care to ly >ten 
— that m arijuan a is so bad because it is 
often the en terin g wedge, the begin n in g, 
the start of a psy chological addiction that 
can lead to the use of hard n arcotics. 
Certain ly that is n ot what the Demo­ 
cratic leadership wan ts. How could they 
take the soft approach to m arijuan a? Let 
them look at their own son s an d daugh­ 
ters an d ask themselves that question .

For Amateurism In Olympics

WASHINGTON — Avery Brun dage has 
departed, y et the Oly mpics go on . It 
turn s out the egocen tric an d idealistic 
Chicagoan was n ot the games person ified 
after all. He was just their con scien ce. 


B ifocaled, octag en arian m illion aires 
ure out of place in the games of today . 
So. perhaps, is con scien ce. At an y rate 
Brun dage’s leavin g en ds an era, an d it 
should en d some other aspects of the 
Oly mpics we all had come to thin k of as 
perman en t if illogical fix tures. 


BRUNDAGE DID NOT retire as presi­ 
den t. of the In tern ation al Oly mpic Com­ 
mittee because his committee overruled 
him by oustin g Rhodesia this y ear to 
avoid a boy cott by black African teams 
an d possibly by blacks on the Un ited 
States team. But the rulin g an d the 
resign ation came in that sequen ce, an d 
that was appropriate. His fin al words 
were, “ It was a blatan t in trusion of 
politics.” 


He was right, an d the committee was 
wron g. Politics in truded an d prevailed, 
n o m atter that in spirit those threaten in g 
boy cott were justified. By letter they 
were wron g, an d by letter is the way 
Brun dage ran thin gs for 20 y ears. By 
letter he had upheld his own idealistic 
vision of an Oly mpic tradition free of 
politics an d of profession alism. 
Despite persisten t East-West an d later 
racial con flicts, he largely succeeded 
un til n ow again st the first en emy . But 
again st profession alism, he has succeed­ 
ed on ly by the letter of the rules. In 
spirit, am ateurism in the Oly mpics is a 
sham , givin g rise to a third en emy worse 
than either of the other two — hy pocrisy .

Called “ The Price of Peace,” 
the leaflet is chock full of help­ 
ful hints designed to make the 
visitor feel he has just entered 
a place where he is not wanted, 
or maybe Russian-occupied 
Czechoslovakia. 
Visitors are informed they 
cannot: camp or sleep on 
beaches, in cars, campers or 
trailers; use vulgar, profane or 
abusive language; ask for mon­ 
ey; sell anything; make too 
much noise; stand around and 
block the sidewalks or streets; 
use fireworks, etc., etc. 
A prohibition on sitting or 
lying on the grass in parks is 
crossed out since the supreme 
court recently ruled Carmel’s

Actually, more disturbing 
than the long list of what one 
can’t do in Carmel is the rather 
nasty tone of the pamphlet. 
Some examples: 

Some people 
insist on doing it, even though 
we have posted our beaches as 
unsafe. We don’t advise it, but 
we won’t stop you. If you do get 
into trouble while swimming, 
we probably won’t rescue you 
either.” 
“ Use whatever language you 
want in communicating with 
your friends, but if you get 
careless or carried away and 
your language starts a fight, 
you are in trouble.” 


THE LEAFLET'S TONE Is 
downright insulting to the aver­ 
age citizen who does not nor­ 
mally go around breaking laws 
or disturbing the peace. Also, 
isn’t there something dismay­ 
ing about traveling to a place 
and immediately encountering 
a list of all the things you aren’t 
supposed to do in that city, 
presented in a way that makes 
you feel unwelcome? 
If enough people become in­ 
censed by the pamphlet and 
pass the word along, it may be 
that Carmel will someday no 
longer have to worry about the 
tourist influx. 
Then what will happen to the 
city government which is sup­ 
ported by revenues from the 
business community — money 
obtained from those unwelcome 
tourists? And what will happen 
to all the visitor-oriented busi­ 
nesses that have applauded city 
efforts to “ get tough” with visi­ 
tors? 
“ The price of peace” may be 
greater than the city govern­ 
ment or the businessmen real­ 
ize.

Kantar, playing the South 
hand, ruffed the king of dia­ 
monds and led out the ace of 
spades followed by the queen of 
spades. West discarded a dia­ 
mond on the second round of 
spades, and East won with the 
king. 


The defenders had already 
taken four tricks, and Kantar 
needed the rest. Somehow or 
other he had to finesse through 
East’s 10-7 of trumps — without 
a trump in the dummy to use 
for the finesse. 


UNNECESSARY FIN ESSE 
East returned a heart to the 
queen, and Kantar promptly led 
a low club and tried a finesse 
with dummy's jack. This “ un­ 
necessary” finesse made the 
gray-haired man sit up incredu­ 
lously. 
Kantar next led dummy’s 
good queen of diamonds and 
ruffed if in his own hand. That’s 
where he lost his kibitzer. 
Actually, Kantar’s strange 
plays were necessary. He led a 
club to dummy’s king and led 
the nth heart. East discarded a 
low club, and South discarded 
the ace of clubs. 


LEAD IN DUMMY 
There were now only two 
cards in each hand, and the 
lead was in the dummy. East 
had to play a trump before 
South played, and South there­ 
fore won both tricks by a 
trumpless trump finesse. South 
had to waste one of his trumps 
in order to keep the lead in 
dummy at the 12th trick; he 
would surely lose a trump trick 
if he had to lead from his own 
hand.

Th is association of blacks and watermelon 
h as caused th e tasty fruit to fall in status in 
th e black society . But, doggone it, I would 
much rath er see p oorly nourish ed inner-city 
ch ildren eating watermelon for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner 
th an I would, as is now th e 
case, drooling over carbonated 
soft drinks for breakfast, lunch 
and dinner. 


IN A COUNTRY as wealth y 
as ours, nutrition in th e inner 
cities is still ex tremely p oor, 
and food ex p erts contend mass 
nutrition education is needed. 
But most such attemp ts h ave 
h ad little success because th e 
p eop le wh o need th e h elp are 
not likely to be found in class­ 
rooms and libraries devouring 
information about th e nutrition­ 
al value of various foods.

Th ose wh o don’t read nutri­ 
tion h andbooks and h ealth 
ch arts do watch TV, and th at’s 
ex actly wh ere a lot of th e en­ 
couragem ent to drink th ese 
non-nutrients comes from. All 
day long we’re bombarded with 
th e p rop aganda th at th ese 
drinks will h elp bring about 
p eace and broth erly love. Ac­ 
cording to th ese commercials, 
y ou’ll look like a knockout in a 
bikini and attract th e guy s like 
flies with a soft drink in h and. 


THE NEED to q uench one’s 
th irst is legitimate, so wh y not 
advertise watermelon? It’s un­ 
q uestionably liq uid and a th irst 


And th ere are unending food 
p ossibilities with watermelon. 
Even th e rind can be made into 
p ickles and p ies —talk about 
tasty rejects! Furth ermore, y ou 
can’t get fat eating it. 


Th is is not necessarily a p lug 
for watermelon, but rath er a 
p lug for any fruit or vegetable 
more nutritious th an a liq uid 
non-nutrient.

What was life like in Marin County in the 
Cav Nineties and the earliest years of the 20th 
Century? The ones who can best answer that 
question are those who lived those years. But 
now the\ are becoming few in numbers. One of 
them, however, the late Meriam Stetson, left a 
legacy to Marin County history students of a 
handwritten account of his recollections from 
those times. Independent-Journal history writer 
Dorothy Cardiner uses it to re-create what it 
was like in Marin in the 1890s in a feature story 
in tomorrow’s I-J Marin Magazine.

One Youth 
Is Charged 
In Robbery 


Only one of two 18-year-old 
Southern California youths ear­ 
lier charged with kidnapping, 
robbing and taking the car of a 
Petaluma man in Novato on 
July 16 has been charged in 
Marin Superior Court. 
David Wyatt Miley of Venice. 
Los Angeles County, pleaded 
innocent yesterday to the three 
felony charges and a jury trial 
was set for the week of Oct. 2. 
His companion. Dale Robert 
Minot, also of Venice, who had 
been arrested with Miley was 
released, however, after the 
district attorney’s office said 
there was not enough evidence 
to prosecute him. 
Minot had been a backseat 
passenger during the events 
which led to the charges. 
The Petaluman, Terry M. 
Schenbert, 20, had picked up 
Miley and Minot as hitchhikers 
in San Francisco. 
Schenebert 
said 
he was 
forced to drive at knifepoint to 
an orchard near Novato where 
his clothes, money and car 
were taken. 
Miley and Minot were arrest­ 
ed later in Humboidt County 
reportedly in Schenbertz’s car. 


when they were penniless and 
stranded for four days at Ga- 
twick Airport because of a can­ 
celed charter flight. 
At the same time the 157 
Americans praised British au­ 
thorities and private citizens 
for their “ unbelievable" hospi­ 
tality in getting them welfare 
payments and offers of food 
and lodging. 
The tourists, most of them 
teachers, arrived at Kennedy 
Airport on a special flight paid 
for by the British Caledonian 
Airlines and Whimpy Interna­ 
tional. a hamburger firm based 
in Britain., 
The group, including 140 from 
one canceled charter and 17 
from a number of other can­ 
celed flights, was relatively 
lucky. 
Another group of 100 Ameri­ 
cans was still stranded in Mad­ 
rid where airline officials said 
there was not much chance of 
finding seats for them back to 
the United States. Some of 
them had been stuck in Madrid 
for as long as five days and 
many said they were broke and 
hungry. 
The travelers returning here 


were especially incensed by 
American Embassy warnings 
to “ expect no help’’ and by 
what 
they 
interpreted 
as 
threats to call the Marine guard 
to evict them from the embas­ 
sy. 


Vance Stephens, an art teach­ 
er at Jersey State College in 
Jersey City, N.J., said, “ all we 
got from the embassy was a 
mimeographed sheet which 
said ’expect no help.' The Bri­ 
tish welfare group gave each of 
us a couple of pounds ($5) which 
we intend to send back.” 


A delegation of five passen­ 
gers went to the embassy Mon­ 
day to seek aid. In the foyer 
they were approached by a 
London bobby, they said, who 
told them the embassy threat­ 
ened to call out its Marine 
guard and have them evicted if 
they did not leave voluntarily. 
The passengers said there were 
some Marines there “ making a 
presence” lending credence to 
the threat. Finally the passen­ 
gers left. 
The embassy officials were 
quoted as saying there was no 
help available because they had 


no funds to meet such situa­ 
tions. 


The passengers said they sug­ 
gested the use of military 
planes or that the embassy 
could advance them airfare 
using their passports as securi­ 
ty. None of the suggestions was 
accepted. 


Stuart Bruck, a teacher from 
New York City, summed it up 
this way; 


“ It wasn’t the money so 
much, it was that they just 
didn't care. It’s amazing to me 
that the United States, one of 
the richest countries in the 
world, can’t take care of its 
own people in a situation like 
this.” 


The travelers, who had spent 
four days sleeping on benches 
or floors at Gatvvick said 
hundreds of offers of food and 
lodging had been made to them 
by Englishmen living near the 
airport. Other British citizens 
brought soup and sandwiches to 
feed the hungry Americans. 
The tourists elected, however, 
to stay together at the airport. 
A spokesman for the group said 


they planned to set up a fund to 
help any future air passengers 
who may become stranded at 
Gatwick. 


Barbara Clark, a New York 
school teacher, said telegrams 
for help had been sent to Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Sen Jacob Ja- 
vits, R-N.Y., but no replies 
were received. 


Paul Lynn, 32, of Boston said 
he made a collect telephone call 
to Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass.. “ because I was broke.” 
Lynn said he was unable to 
contact Kennedy personally but 
did speak to a member of his 
staff who “ showed concern.” 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - Ef­ 
forts to develop new sources of 
power in California have re­ 
ceived a boost with state ap­ 
proval of exploratory geother­ 
mal drilling at a wildlife area 
in Imperial Valley. 


The state Lands Commission 
Thursday unanimously ap­ 
proved a three-year permit for 
the drilling by Atlantic Oil Co. 
The action came after the panel 
received an environmental re­ 
port from its staff saying that 
the area had “ great geothermal 
potential.” 
A number of geothermal 
wells have already been drilled 
in Imperial County but none 
has resulted in major produc­ 
tion of electricity. 
The staff report also declared 
that “ prospecting in the Imperi­ 
al Wildlife Management Area 
for geothermal sources of pow­ 
er will not have a significant 
detrimental environmental ef­ 
fect.” 
The Sierra Club, however, 
opposed granting the permit on 
the grounds it would create 
environmental damage. 
In a telegram to the commis­ 
sion, the group warned the 
drilling in the area north of 
Niland could “ jeopardize wild­ 
life and wildlife habitat.” 
The 3,900-acre Wister Unit of 
the wildlife area is a haven for 
70 species of migratory birds. It 
provides good hunting for 
ducks, geese, quail, pheasant 
and dove. 
The Sierra Club also com­ 
plained. “ Adequate guarantees 
against possible (earth) subsid­ 
ence and seismic activity have 
not been made.” The contention 
was denied by F.J. Hortig, ex­ 
ecutive officer of the eommis 
sion. 
The telegram was written by 
Harriet Allen of Spring Valley, 
chairman of the club's Southern 
California regional conserva­ 
tion committee. 
Scientists regard the Imperial 
Valley, an agricultural area in 
the southeastern corner of Cali­ 
fornia. as a major potential 
source of geothermal energy, 
which could prove to be an 
alternative to oil or coalburning 
power plants. 
Robert W. Rex, professor of 
geology at the University of 
California at Riverside, has es­ 
timated there is enough steam 
and super heated water in the 
vast geothermal field beneath 
the Imperial Valley to supply 
electricity to southern Califor­ 
nia for 30 years. 


The steam would be used to 
produce electricity by being fed 
into power-generating turbines. 
In the environmental impact 
statement on Atlantic’s applica­ 
tion, the commission’s staff 
said. “ It would be performing a 
great disservice to the electri­ 
cal power-using public to cancel 
the application to explore for 
geothermal steam at this loca­ 
tion, 
“ Denial of the permits could 
necessitate a search for power 
elsewhere. This could result in 
construction of fossil fuel (oil or 
coal) plants that have far 
greater effects upon the natural 
environment than the proposed 
comparatively clean geother­ 
mal steam operation.” 
Under the terms of the per­ 
mit, Atlantic will be required to 
take steps to prevent damage to 
the wildlife area adjacent to its 
drilling locations. The surface 
drilling operations will be locat- 


ed at least 400 feet from the 
boundary of the wildlife area 
and 
tap 
the 
underground 
sources through slant drilling. 


If the company does not find 
a commercially usable source 
of geothermal energy, it will be 
required to restore the area to 
its original state. 
If there is a viable source of 
energy, Atlantic would then 
have to return to the commis­ 
sion for permission to construct 
production facilities.

Although avoiding the word 
“ moratorium/’ the San Ansel- 
mo Planning Commission last 
night asked for a draft of what 
would be one of the strictest 
temporary bans on building, 
rezoning and subdividing in Ma­ 
rin County. 


The commission asked the 
city attorney to draft an ordi­ 
nance for public hearing Sept. 
II to cover all undeveloped 
parcels, large and small, and 
all commercial lots, already 
developed or not. 


However, the commission 
proposed to leave an out for 
builders by setting up a vari­ 
ance procedure and waiving the 
$25 variance fee for applicants 
who could develop without a 
variance in the absence of the 
proposed emergency ordinance. 
The 
four-month 
measure 
aimed at giving the city a 
breathing spell to draw up its 
general plan and determine 
what parcels it w'ants to keep 
open, could be extended for a 
period of two years. 
Although the moratoriums 
adopted by other cities in Marin 
have concentrated on the larger 
parcels of land, the ordinance 
proposed last night would pre­ 
vent any permanent change to 
undeveloped land without ause 
permit. 
But commissioners and some 
in the audience of nine said the 
ordinance would not prevent 
building, but would stop denser 
building than is now allowed. 
“ It is not stopping the use of 
the land. It is just stopping the 
change of the use,” spectator 
Conrad Williams said. 
Although the commissioners 
present unanimously backed 
the ban. two spectators dissent- 


ed. even from two less stringent 
proposals the commission start­ 
ed with. 


Alma R. Wiederhoeft of But 
torfield Road said, “ I’m against 
the moratorium. I just don't 
like the idea. I think you have 
enough tools as it is now" 
And Attilio Segale of Holstein 
Road said, “ What do you want 
to do? Kill everything, shut 
down the town? I think we 
should leave everything status- 
quo. Leave everything the way 
it is. You guys can take care of 
it.” 
He contended San Ansel mo 
doesn't have enough open space 
left to worry about and suggest­ 
ed leaning on the county to slow 
development in nearby unincor­ 
porated areas. 
Commissioners answered that 
the ban would not hurt property 
value and said the best w'ay to 
deal with the county would be 
to enforce a ban in San Ansel- 
mo first. 
Others in the audience urged 
the commission to move quick­ 
ly. “ Anything you do is almost 
too 
late/’ 
Williams 
said. 
“ There has got to be a stop to 
this frenzy of quick developing 
everything.” Four others 
backed his argument. 
Consideration of a rezoning 
ban began in July when Coun­ 
cilman Dr. Martin R. Blinder 
proposed an immediate stop to 
all rezoning that would increase 
density on parcels larger than 
an acre, on subdividing any 
large parcels and on using 
steep areas at all. 
But Commissioner David A. 
Strassman said the proposal 
“ smacks of getting on the band­ 
wagon” and said San Rafael's 
ordinance seemed to be better 
thought out. 


The commissioners favored 
the San Rafael ordinance as a 
format. San Rafael currently 
bars any permanent change to 
parcels of more than two acres 
or to five adjoining parcels 
without a use permit. 
But the commission then 
went even further to reflect the 
sentiment of one spectator who 
said, “ There is really no argu­ 
ment against it. Property once 
developed cannot be undevel­ 
oped. If you develop it now and 
then change your mind, there is 
not much you can do about it.” 
Absent * from the meeting 
were commissioners Allen J. 
Creighton, John H. Colteaux 
and Daniel Goltz.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) -T h e 
state of California ended the 
fiscal y ear on J une 30 with a 
surplus of $6 00 million in tax ­ 
pay ers money , Controller Hous­ 
ton Flournoy said y esterday . 


Flournoy also told a news 
conference he has named a task 
force to recommend changes in 
the state’s accrual accounting 
sy stem to make it less confus­ 
ing to the public. 


The controller said the state 
had an accumulated surplus of 
$6 00,340,7 42 at the end of fiscal 
197 1-7 2. The figure was based 
on rev enues accrued but not 
actually receiv ed by J une 30. 


THE SURPLUS 
After deducting $34 million as 
a reserv e for continuing appro­ 
priations, 
Flournoy said, the 
state’s general 
fund 
had an 
unappropriated surplus of $5 6 5 ,- 
6 5 4,49 1. 
He said the figures included a 
J une 30 cash balance of $25 6 .2 
million and $309 .4 million which 
under state law must be held in 
reserv e to meet any cash flow 
problems. 
Flournoy said he ordered the 
task force study because of the 
law 
which requires that the 
working capital reserv e ($309 .4 
million) be determined as the 
d ifferen ce betw een the cash 
surplus and the ev entual unap­ 
propriated surplus. 
The controller said the cur­ 
rent method of determining the 
reserv e produces an “ artificial 
figure” which has no direct 
relationship to what the actual 
fiscal needs of the state are. 


COULD FAIL’ 
He said the reserv e figure 
“ could fail to m eet the ongoing 
cash needs of the general fund, 
or 
it could grow out of all 
proportion to what is needed.” 
Flournoy said the laws pre­ 
scrib in g cu rrent accounting 
methods hav e become so com ­ 
plicated and confusing that the 
public 
has “ difficulty under­ 
standing the true fiscal situa­ 
tion of state gov ernm ent.” 
He said the task force, to be 
headed by Chief Deputy Con­ 
troller Kirk West, will study the 
current sy stem and, if needed, 
recommend a new formula for 
determining working capital re­ 
serv e that is "more compatible 
with sound cash m anagem ent.”

BOSTON - Eileen J. is fairly 
rep resen tativ e o f the mo re than 
fo u r millio n p assen gers who 
flew the “ little airlin es” o f 
America last y ear. She lo v es 
them. In deed she co n siders 
them in disp en sable. 
Their n ames do n ’t stare u p 
fro m the glo ssy p ages o f trav el 
an d o ther magazin es; they ad­ 
v ertise v ery little, in fact. An d 
at the majo r airp o rts they are 
gen erally co n fin ed to so me o u t- 
o f-the-way co rn er. 
Nev ertheless they hav e be­ 
co me an established an d in ­ 
creasin gly imp o rtan t segmen t 
o f the Un ited States airlin e 
in du stry . 
They ’re the co mmu ter o r 
third-lev el carriers; the little 
co mp an ies with the ev en -small­ 
er aircraft, n o t well kn o wn in 
the cities bu t n eeded an d re­ 
sp ected in the o u tly in g co m­ 
mu n ities they serv e. 
The rap id declin e o f the rail­ 
ro ads an d the freq u en tly in dif­ 
feren t bu s serv ice to n o n -metro ­ 
p o litan America has en chan ced 
this imp o rtan ce. 
As Eileen tells it. she barely 
kn ew third-lev el carriers ex ist­ 
ed u n til her hu sban d was tran s­ 
ferred to a small to wn in 
Main e. She was mo v in g “to the 
back o f bey o n d,” in her o p in io n . 
Ev en so , to v isit her family in 
In dian ap o lis still takes little 
mo re than a fo u r-ho u r jo u rn ey 
— becau se the serv ice o ffered 
by a co mu ter airlin e fro m the 
Main e to wn to Bo sto n cu ts what 
wo u ld o therwise be a fiv e-ho u r 
bu s ride in to a 3 5 -min u te ho p . 
Mo reo v er the 10-seat p lan e p u ts 
her do wn right at the airp o rt 
fro m where the majo r airlin es 
dep art. 


Eileen ’s ex p erien ce is rep eat­ 
ed a tho u san d an d mo re times 
fhro u gho u t the U.S. ev ery day . 
In fact o f the 4.4 millio n p assen ­ 
gers en p lan ed by third-lev el 
carriers last y ear, fu lly 8 0 p er 
cen t were co n n ectin g with ma­ 
jo r airlin es, acco rdin g to a De­ 
p artmen t o f Tran sp o rtatio n su r­ 
v ey . 
As an in du stry sp o kesman 
p u ts it: “In effect we re a 
feeder in du stry . We o p erate 
largely to tran sfer bu sin ess 
p assen gers an d freight to the 
majo r airlin es.” 
Third-lev el imp o rtan ce is fu r­ 


ther high-lighted by these fig­ 
u res: The Un ited States has 
mo re than 10,000 airp o rts. So me 
3,000 are p av ed an d lighted. Yet 
n o t man y mo re than 5 00 are 
serv ed by tn e big-p lan e o p era­ 
to rs. 
In fact, tho u gh tru n k (lo n g- 
hau l) an d lo cal serv ice (sho rt- 
hau l) carriers hav e gro wn ex ­ 
p lo siv ely du rin g the p ast 25 
y ears, they are serv in g fewer 
airp o rts to day than they did in 
the early 19 5 0’s, acco rdin g to 
the Natio n al Air Tran sp o rtatio n 
Co n feren ces, In c. (NATO), the 
n atio n al bo dy o f the co mmu ter 
lin es. A Bro o kin gs In stitu te re­ 
searcher. Geo rge C. Eads, co n ­ 
firms this in his stu dy , “The 
Lo cal Serv ice Airlin e Ex p eri­ 
men t.” 
Gro wth o f the co mmu ter air­ 
lin es, then , has been largely 
o u tside the Civ il Aero n au tics 
Bo ard’s (CAB) certified lo cal 
serv ice carriers. The adv en t o f 
the jetlin er with its greater seat 
cap acity an d its lo n g-ru n . high­ 
fly in g eco n o my had made its 
o p erato rs in creasin gly relu c­ 
tan t to make sho rt ru n s. They 
hav e beco me u n eco n o mical de­ 
sp ite federal su bsidies ($1 bil­ 
lio n o v er the p ast 25 y ears) 
design ed to main tain serv ice to 
small co mmu n ities. 
Say s an airlin e ex ecu tiv e: 
‘in man y in stan ces tn e rev en u e 
fro m the few p assen gers we 
wo u ld p ick u p at these airp o rts 
wo u ldn ’t ev en p ay fo r the addi­ 
tio n al fu el a p lan e u sed u p in 
lan din g an d takeo ff, let alo n e 
co v er the lan din g fees.” 
By co n trast, a small p lan e 
(third-lev el carriers hav e been 
u sin g an y thin g fro m 2 to 2 0-seat 
p lan es) can freq u en tly o p erate 
eco n o mically u n der these cir-' 
cu mstan ces. Thu s what had be­ 
gu n as an air tax i bu sin ess with 
p erhap s three o r fo u r co mp a­ 
n ies o p eratin g — in the Bo sto n , 
New Yo rk City , an d Lo s An ge­ 
les areas — q u ickly dev elo p ed 
in to an airp lan e bu sin ess with 
regu larly schedu led ru n s. Ir. 
1960 there were fiv e su ch co m­ 
p an ies; to day there are 9 9 , p lu s 
an o ther 70 o r so in the freight- 
carry in g o r charter-tax i bu si­ 
n ess. 
Desp ite the ap p aren t o p p o r­ 
tu n ities an d desp ite the sp ectac­ 
u lar gro wth o f the co mmu ter 
airlin e bu sin ess, this is n o t 
a 
“mo n ey -fo r-jam” ty p e o f bu si­ 
n ess. The in du stry has a sizea­ 


ble share o f p ro blems. Last 
y ear little mo re than half o f the 
o p erato rs rep o rted a p ro fit. 
Co mmu ter airlin es are n o t 
gran ted the CAB’s certificate o f 
p u blic co n v en ien ce an d n ecessi­ 
ty . This mean s amo n g o ther 
thin gs that they are n o t o bliged 
to keep serv icin g an u n p ro fita­ 
ble ro u te. They can aban do n it 
witho u t ap p eal to the CAB. 
On the o ther han d they are 
n o t eligible fo r su bsidies an d 
receiv e n o ro u te p ro tectio n . The 
size o f the aircraft, to o , is 
limited — to u gh restrictio n s 
hav e ju st been eased to allo w 
fo r 30 p assen gers an d a p ay lo ad 
cap acity o f 7,000 p o u n ds — an d 
they are n o t p ermitted to en ­ 
gage in jo in t fares with the 
certificated airlin es. 
Rep . Bo b Wilso n , R-Calif. has 
in tro du ced the Co mmu ter Air 
Carrier Bill in the Ho u se o f 
Rep resen tativ es. It is design ed 
to gran t a limited fo rm o f 
certificatio n to tho se co mmu ter 
carriers seekin g it. 
Ro u te p ro tectio n wo u ld be the 
p rin cip al adv an tage. “ We do n ’t 
seek a mo n o p o ly o n an y p artic­ 
u lar ro u te,” say s an in du stry 
sp o kesman . In deed CAB wo u ld 
gran t fly in g rights to as man y 
co mmu ter airlin es it felt a 
ro u te warran ted. 
Ban ks, to o . wo u ld be mo re 
in terested in adv an cin g lo an s to 
airlin es en jo y in g reaso n able 
ro u te p ro tectio n . Ban ks in the 
lo cal co mmu n ities serv iced by 
the small carriers hav e ex ­ 
p ressed an eagern ess to jo in in 
su ch v en tu res bu t “ n o t u n til 
ro u te p ro tectio n takes mu ch o f 
the risk o u t o f the o p eratio n .”

FI SH AND GAME 


T o p T r o u t Fishing 
In L a k e s Ex p e c te d 


iyALOMMMNOft 


With the weather cooling in the Sierra, many of 
the lakes will now begin to provide the season’s 
best trout fishing. Davis Lake in Plumas County is 
improving. 
Last year, while dove and sage grouse hunting 
in Lassen County, we eventually landed in Webber 
Lake country near Truckee. We fished two lakes 
called Meadow Lake and White Rock Lake, but 
took only a few small fish. Later, on Sept. 2(> 
through 29, the entire area was covered with 
snow. The sun soon came out again melting most 
of the snow, but the nights were generally cold — 
almost freezing. 
_______________________ 


The fishing took an unbelieva­ 
ble change for the better. One 
particular day, Marty Medin, 
Mary and I took 2d kamloops 
that all were about 14 inches 
long. They were the fat, red- 
meated fish that figpt so well 
and taste so good. The brown 
trout in Webber went on a real 
biting spree also. The year be­ 
fore. the same thing happened, 
and I ended up catching an 8>/2- 
pound brown on a trolled Rapa- 
la lure. So don’t put your trout 
rods away, the best fishing is 
yet to come. 


WE HAD SOME questions on 
what to expect for this year’s 
dove season which opened to­ 
day. Good summer nesting con­ 
ditions has resulted in excellent 
productions of young. Upland 
Game Coordinator Harold Har­ 
per called the prospects “ the 
best in years.” Prime hunting 
opportunities should be found in 
the Im perial Valley-Colorado 
River areas, the western Sacra­ 
mento Valley and the San Joa­ 
quin Valley areas around Fres­ 
no, Madera, Merced, Kern, 
King and Tulare counties. Oth­ 
er good bets are the coastal 
counties of Monterey, San Beni­ 
to and San Luis Obispo. Pros­ 
pects for northeastern Califor­ 
nia are poor. Leading counties 
for dove last year were Imperi­ 
al. Fresno, Kern, Tulare and 
Riverside in that order. I ’ve 
noticed but a few doves in 
Marin County — I believe limits 
will be hard to come by. 
Prospects are rated “ good” 
for sage grouse in the three-day 
season tomorrow through Mon­ 
day in Modoc, Lassen, Mono 
and Inyo counties where hunt­ 
ing is permitted. Best bets for 
hunting is in Modoc and Lassen 
and the northern part of Mono 
county in the Bodie area, and 
around the Walker and Carson 
River drainages.

NEW YORK (AP) - Business 
is booming for the Loizeaux 
family.

However, after a few jobs 
like blasting hardened concrete 
out of a concrete mixer without 
da m a ging the machine, the con­ 
fidence and the jobs rolled in. 
C ontrolled D em olitions still 


ha s only three regu la r em ­ 
ployes: J ack and sons Mark 
and Douglas, plus J a ck’s wife 
who serves as secreta ry and 
treasurer. A few other part- 
time em ployes, two of them 
sons-in-law, work occasionally 
on drilling and leading dyna­ 
mite into the holes. 
J ack has refused to hire more 
full-time employes, he recently 
told Engineering News-Record, 
because he fears they would not 
be as careful as his standards 
demand. He is equally demand­ 
ing with the contractors for 
whom he works beca use “ it’s 
dangerous when we work for 
someone who is not concerned 
about sa fety and takes short 
cuts.” 
The senior L oizea ux wa s 
graduated in forestry from the 
University of Georgia in 1941. 
He worked in forestry and wood 
technology, then founded his 
own tree service firm in the 
Baltimore area.

Carol Nelson, wife of the 
chairman of the life sciences 
department at College of Ma­ 
rin, Noel Nelson, was killed last 
night in a plane crash which 
left her husband seriously in­ 
jured. 
Mrs. Nelson, 33, was found 
dead at 7 a.m. today in the 
wreckage of their small rented 
plane half a mile west of Old 
Adobe School in Petaluma. 
The Nelsons — parents of 
four children —• lay undiscov­ 
ered in the plane wreckage all 
night following the 9:30 p.m. 
crash, while searchers combed 
an area miles away. 
Sonoma county sheriff’s depu­ 
ties said the couple took off in a 
rented Piper Cherokee 180 air­ 
craft from Petaluma Skyranch 
Airport at 7:30 p.m. They flew 
to Napa for dinner, and were 
apparently trying to find the 
airport in heavy fog when the 
plane crashed. 


Police received five calls 
from residents of the area who 
reported hearing what sounded 
like an airplane crash, but the 
search was concentrated in the 
wrong area. 


A deputy found the wreckage 
at 7 a.m. today and said Mrs. 
Nelson appeared to have been 
dead for several hours. 


The deputy said Nelson was 
conscious although his head 
was bleeding profusely. Nelson 
was in surgery at Hillcrest Hos­ 
pital, Petaluma this morning 
w here he wras reported in 
“ fair” condition, with severe 
head lacerations, and a possible 
broken wrist.

He missed the 
world record by 15 hundredths 
of a second. The record of 
4:00.11 was set at the Chicago 
trials by Kurt Krumpholz of 
UCLA during one of the heats. 
Krumpholz failed to make the 
Olympic team when he was 
sixth in the finals. 


The youngest male member 
of the U.S. team , DeMont

Fischer's Lifelong 


Chess Goal Realized 


REYKJAVIK (UPI)—Bobby 
Fischer, whose bold style and 
capricious temperament forced 
the w'orld to take a new look at 
the ancient game of chess, real­ 
ized his lifetime goal of becom­ 
ing the first official American 
world chess champion today, 
in an anti-climactic telephoned 
resignation from Russia’s Boris 
Spassky in the 21st game. 
In typical fashion, the new 
champion was late for his own 
coronation. 
Spassky called arbiter Lothar 
Schmid to resign less than two 
hours before the scheduled re­ 
sum ption of the 2 1st gam e 
which was adjourned in Fisch­ 
e r ’s favor after 40 moves 
Thursday. The Russian grand­ 
master had spent the night 
analyzing the game in futile 
search of a way to save a draw 
and his title. 
The title was worth $156,250 
in prize money to F ischer. 
Spassky’s share was $93,750. 
Still to be resolved, however, 
was the $1.75 million breach of 
contract lawsuit filed by movie 
producer Chester Fox against 
Fischer, 
whose protests pre­ 
vented cameras from filming 
the games. 
Schmid and International 
Chess Federation Presiden t 
Max Euwe, the last non-Rus­ 
sian to hold the championship, 
hastily arranged a coronation 
ceremony in the playing hall. 


They raced to Fischer’s hotel 
to tell him lie was the new 
world champion. Fischer asked 
for confirmation of his victory 
in wTiting from Spassky. 


With the pieces still on the 
chessboard from last night, 
Schmid returned to his desk 
and waited. Fischer charged in 
16 minutes late.

Federal Pay 
H ike s Delayed 


WASHINGTON (UPIV-Al an 
anti-inflation move* President 
Nixon has deferred for three 
months federal pay raises for 
3.6 million military and civilian 
employes. 


Nixon said the pay increases 
would violate the guidelines of 
his economic stabilization plan 
since federal employes received 
raises of 5.5 per cent Jan. 1. He 
deferred the increases due Oct. 
1 until Jan. 1, 1973. 


On other economic fronts 
Thursday. Treasury Secretary 
George P. Shultz and Com­ 
merce Secretary Peter G. Pe­ 
terson criticized Sen. George 
McGovern’s proposals for tax 
reforms and defense spending 
cuts. 
Peterson said in a statement 
that McGovern’s plan to trim 
$30 billion from the defense 
budget was “ simplistic.” 
Shultz told a news conference 
that the stock market and busi­ 
ness investment would be hurt 
if McGovern became president 
and imposed his plans to tax 
capital gains—income from 
stocks, bonds and other fixed 
assets—at the rate of ordinary 
income. 
The first S100 of capital gains 
income is tax free and of the 


balance only 50 per cent is 
subject to federal income tax. 
Two of McGovern's top advis­ 
ers 
responded to Shultz’ 
charges at another news confer­ 
ence. 
“ The effect of tax rates on 
investment is, in my opinion, 
very small,” said Joseph Pech- 
man of the Brookings Institu­ 
tion 
and 
a 
member 
of 
McGovern’s economic advisory 
staff. 
Ted 
Van 
Dyk, 
head 
of 
McGovern's issues team, said 
the Democratic campaign staff 
had asked ABC, CBS and NBC 
for free time on television next 
week for a Nixon-McGovern de­ 
bate on the economy. 
The White House isssed the 
text of Nixon's message to Con­ 
gress about federal pay. The 
President was in Hawaii when 
it was released. 
Nixon’s action was expected 
since he had said last Decem­ 
ber when he approved the pay 
increases that he would post­ 
pone the October adjustments. 
The pay hikes were scheduled 
to take effect Oct. 1 under a 
provision of the 1970 Compara­ 
bility Act to equalize pay of 
government and non-govern­ 
ment workers doing similar 
jobs. 


Dayan States Peace 
Possible With Egypt 


Defense Minister Moshe Day­ 
an said Thursday night Israel 
can come to terms with Egypt 
on a partial peace agreement 
but not with Jordan unless King 
Hussein softens his stance. 


Dayan said Egypt wants Is­ 
rael to withdraw from the east 
bank of the Suez Canal— and 
Israel is willing to do so. but it 
is not willing to vacate the West. 
Bank of Jordon and East Jeru­ 
salem. as the Jordanian king 
wants. 


In Beirut, the newspaper An 
Nahar reported the Soviet Un­ 
ion is seeking to establish a 
united Arab front which will 
embrace Syria. Iraq, and the 
Palestinian resistance move­ 
ment to counter increased 
American influence in other 
parts of the Arab world. 


The newspaper quoted “ cir­ 
cles close to Soviet sources” in 
Beirut for its report. 
An Nahar said this was one of 
the reasons Kremlin leaders 
dispatched a special envoy to 
Damascus with an “ important” 
message to President Hafez As­ 
sad of Syria. 
In other Mideast develop­ 
ments. a delegation from the 
Central Committee of the Soviet 
Communist party will visit Cai­ 
ro soon to assess the future of 
Russo-Egyptian relations, ac­ 
cording to diplomatic reports 
reaching London. Sources said 
there were uncertainties in the 
committee and in the ruling 
circles of the Soviet East Euro­ 
pean allies, on party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev's explana­ 
tion of Russia's pullout from 
Cairo. 
The Beirut newspaper A1 An­ 
war today quoted Syrian Eco­ 
nomic Minister Mustafa Hallaj 
as calling for an Arab boycott 
of American economic inter­ 
ests. The paper said that during 
a Beirut meeting with Lebanese 
and Egyptian economy minis­ 
ters. Hallaj asked for “ an em­ 
bargo on all American interests 
in Arab countries including pe­ 
troleum trade, investment, 
banks and security compa­ 
nies.” 
In Cairo. Ahmed Khatib, the 
Prime Minister of the Federa- 
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tion of Arab Republics, said 
today the presidents of Egypt, 
Syria and Libya will meet in 
the Egyptian capital in October 
to discuss the liberation of Is­ 
raeli-occupied Arab territories. 
Dayan, speaking to foreign 
students in Tel Aviv, said “ I 
think the Egyptians want us to 
withdraw (from the Suez Canal) 
and I think w'e should not insist 
on staying. ’ 
“ The question is the frame­ 
work—the kind of agreement 
about this withdrawal—and I 
think such an agreement can be 
reached.” he said. 
“The (SinaiJ desert can serve 
as a buffer between us,” he

As for Jordan, he said, King 
Hussein would make peace with 
Israel only if Israel withdraws 
from the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan, including East Jerusa­ 
lem.

The Missouri senator said, “ I 
think it would have been better 
if those trips had not been 
made”—referring to the trips 
by Salinger and Clark. 
Pressed to explain what he 
meant by the statement, Eagle­ 
ton said, “ It’s self explanato­ 
ry.” He added, however, that 
he did not think the trips 
abroad have hurt the Demo­ 
cratic nominee’s chance of get­ 
ting elected in November. 
“ I think the campaign is in

Eagleton said. 


Clark, attorney general under 
former president Lyndon John­ 
son, drew sharp criticism from 
members of the Nixon adminis­ 
tration for statements made in 
interviews during and after his 
trip to Hanoi.

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Meany Lashes Out 
At Nixon, McGovern

W A S H I N G T O N ( U P I ) - 


AFLCIO President George 
Meany charged in a Labor Day 
statement today the adminis­ 
tration has held down wages 
while allowing prices and prof­ 
its to “ skyrocket.” 
The leader of 13.6 million 
union members said President 
Nixon’s economic policies 
amounted to a “ double stan­ 
dard” which labor would not 
accept. 
But Meany refused to relent 
in his hostility to Democratic 
presidential candidate George 
S. McGovern. He said the 
AFLCIO would concentrate 
upon electing a “ Congress that 
is friendly to the interests of 
working people regardless of 
who occupies the White House 
over the next four years.” 
And although Meany did not 
mention MVovern by name, he 
said working people were not 
about to be “ shunted aside in 
the interest of any privileged 
elite.” 
“ They will not blindly support 
those who assault their most 
deeply held values, demean 
their intelligence, scorn their 
organizations, laugh at their 
patriotism or sneer at their way 
of life,” Meany said. 
Meany’s statement attacked 
Nixon’s economic and other do­ 
mestic policies but was not as 
sharp in its criticism as the 
statement he issued for Labor 
Day, 1971. In that statement, he 
attacked Nixon by name. 
Meany faulted the adminis­ 
tration for unemployment, say­ 
ing it was “ a tragic human 
waste” for 5 million Americans 
to be unemployed. He said eco­ 
nomic controls should be “ equi­ 
table and across the board. ” 
“ Wages have been held down, 
but prices and profits have 
been allowed to skyrocket,” 
Meany said. “ Employers, natu­ 
rally, are only too happy to 
police wage controls—but no 
effective machinery was ever 
set up to keep prices in check. ” 
He said prices and profits and 
other forms of income should 
be controlled as wages are con­ 


trolled or the entire controls 
program should be abolished. 
Other union leaders and La­ 
bor Secretary James D. Hodg­ 
son also weighed in with state­ 
ments 
in 
advance of 
the 
national holiday Monday: 


—Hodgson, the administra­ 
tion spokesman, said American 
workers had made “ impressive 
economic and social gains” 
since Labor Day, 1971. He said 
the rate of inflation was down, 
employment up, unemployment 
down and productivity and pur­ 
chasing power of average 
wages up. He said manpower 
programs had been improved 
by his department and a new 
job safety law had been imple­ 
mented further, adding that the 
administration looked forward 
“ to even greater achieve­ 
ments.” 


—Steel Workers President I. 
W. Abel said U.S. workers were 
“ living in a split-level econo­ 
my.” He said the “ rich are 
getting richer, middle income 
people are squeezed, conditions 
grow even worse for those in 
the lowest income bracket.” 


—The National Labor Com­ 
mittee for McGovern-Shriver, 
an organization that supports 
the Democratic ticket in opposi­ 
tion to Meany’s no endorsement 
policy, said that “ when you go 
shopping you’re lucky to get 80 
cents worth for your dollar. 
While prices and company prof­ 
its keep climring, there’s a lid 
on wages and salaries.” 


—Communications Workers 
President Joseph A. Beirne, 
who also is secretary-treasurer 
of the McGovern-Shriver labor 
committee, said he anticipated 
the administration would be 
putting out “ half truths, decep­ 
tions, and outright lies” de­ 
signed to convince workers that 
things had improved for them. 
“ But the plain fact is, and it is 
becoming clearer each day, 
that the Nixon administration is 
the creature and the servantof 
big business,” Beirne said.

Worden was transferred to 
California where he will work 
as a research engineer and test 
pilot in a scientific outpost with­ 
in the space program, the space 
agency announced yesterday. 


Worden and Apollo 15 crew- 
mates David R. Scott and 
James B. Irwin began their 
moon journey July 26, 1971, the 
fourth manned lunar flight and 
the first to the Hadley Rille and 
Appennine Mountains. 


But they were later repri­ 
manded by NASA for taking 400 
unauthorized envelopes with 
them on the mission. Stamped 
with commemorative space 
postage and postmarked Cape 
Kennedy, some of the envelopes 
were later sold by a West Ger­ 
man stamp dealer for $1,500 
each.

SACRA M FNTO i CP 11 —The 
federaliiEn vironmentai Protec­ 
tion Agency (F P A ) has ap­ 
proved a comprehensive plan to 
dean up California's ocean wa­ 
ters and prevent their pollution 
by sewage, mercury and DDT. 


The new, stringent standards 
are designed to make the wa­ 
ters pure enough to swim safely 
anywhere along the coast up to 
I, (MX) feet out to sea and 30 feet 
under the water. 


The state W ater Resources 
Cohtrol Board, which developed 
the lan over an 18-month peri­ 
od, estimated that $870 million 
would be required for construc­ 
tion of sewage treatment and 
other pollution control facilities. 


Most of the sum will be borne 
by local governments with pri­ 
vate industry carrying $100 m il­ 
lion of the burden. 
“ This plan greatly strength­ 
ens California’s water quality 
standards and has set a prece­ 
dent for far-sighted standards 
d evelo p m en t,’’ Paul D eFalco 
Jr., regional EPA director, said 
in a letter to Gov. Ronald Re­ 
agan. 
“ The ocean plan will prove to 
be of great value in conserving 
the high quality of coastal wa­ 
ters for future generations of 
Californians." DeFaleo said.

gallons of waste into the ocean,

HONOLULU (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon wound up his meet­ 
ings with Prim e Minister Kak- 
uei Tanaka today, assured that 
J a p a n ’s warming to Ked China 
would not affect U.S. Pacific 
bases, and steps would be taken 
to correct trade deficits. 


A joint statement, to be is­ 
sued following the final session 
between the two leaders, was 
said to contain agreem ent by 
Japan to increase purchases of 
U.S. goods by $1.1 billion within 
a year and a pledge to take 
longer-range action to increase 
American imports. 


The tw’o scheduled a final, 
wind-up session before Nixon 
presides over a change of com­ 
mand ceremony at the head­ 
quarters of U.S. forces in the 
Pacific and heads back to the 
Western White House in San 
Clemente.

Holiday Magic, meanwhile, is 
or has l>een the target of state 
actions in Arkansas, California, 
Illinois, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Michigan and Minnesota, ac­ 
cording to a February 1972 re­ 
port of the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus. 
Patrick, according to the re­ 
port, has won or at least stalled 
further action in Arkansas and 
Iiinois (where he has countered 
with a $45 million action), while 
in Maryland, Holiday Magic 
has changed its marketing plan 
to conform with state securities 
laws. 
In addition to Illinois, Patrick 
said he is planning suits against 
the national Better Business 
Bureau growing out of what he 
calls an unobjective, self-serv­ 
ing approach by the organiza­ 
tion. 
In California, where suits now 
are pending against Sta-Power 
and Alexander Taylor Inc., Hol­ 
iday Magic was enjoined in 1967 
from making false or mislead­ 
ing statements in connection 
with recruitment of distribu­ 
tors; required to limit sale of 
distributorships, and ordered to 
pay a civil penalty of $35,000. 
In response to an I-J inquiry, 
Herschel Elkins, chief of con­ 
sumer fraud in the state attor- 
, ney general's office, said he 
didn’t know at present if Holi­ 
day Magic was in compliance 
with the recruitment require­ 
ments. 
Elkins said that, although it’s 
entitled to under the court or 


der, his office hadn't checked 
Holiday Magic’s books in four 
years. A report on operations 
was received some time ago 
from the company, indicating 
nothing was awry, he added. 
Of 
the 
actions 
pending 
against the two Patrick compa­ 
nies in California, the Alexan­ 
der Taylor matter is closest to 
decision. The state, seeking a 
preliminary injunction against 
the company in Marin Superior 
Court, says agreements be­ 
tween distributors and the com­ 
pany come under the state’s 
franchise investment law, 
meaning that a prospective re­ 
cruit should be supplied with 
full and accurate financial in­ 
formation about what he is 
getting into. 


The suit also claims that Al­ 
exander Taylor is an “ endless 
chain“ as defined in the state 
penal code — a statute, inciden­ 
tally, passed by the Legislature 
as a result of the 1967 Holiday 
Magic judgment. 
The company argues that, its 
distributors are independent 
contractors, meaning there is 
no franchise relation. On the 
endless chain complaint, the 
firm says it is “ insulated 
against saturation of tne mar­ 
ket because of the provision 
there may be no more than one 
consultant or senior consultant 
for every 12,500 persons. 
The Sta-Power action, pend­ 
ing in Marin as well, is based 
on similar points. 
(The state attorney general, 
meanwhile, has gained injunc­ 
tions against the Glenn W. 
Turner pyramid empire, while 
Bestline products last year 
agreed to a court judgment that 
places more stress on product 
sales and requires the firm to 
furnish earning statements to 
prospective participants. 
«Patrick resents any associa­ 
tion with Turner, a former Holi­ 
day Magic distributor. He said 
Turner “copied part” of ihe 
Holiday Magic marketing pro­ 
gram and “ turned it around” 


into an “ irresponsible” 
scheme.) 
At the federal level, the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission is con­ 
ducting a series of nationwide 
hearings into Holiday Magic. 
The FTC claims the firm has 
misrepresented potential earn­ 
ings to prospective distributors, 
misrepresented the ease with 
which a person can supposedly 
build a distributorship and that 
it charges different prices to 
distributors who compete in 
product resale. 
Patrick, who told the i-.J the 
FTC is “spending tax money to 
put out propaganda which they 
have no way to prove,” ap­ 
peared when the hearings were 
convened in San Francisco last 
November. He took the Fifth 
Amendment when asked about 
his dealings with the company. 
While the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission hasn’t yet 
moved against Patrick, it may 
do so. A commission spokes­ 
man in San Francisco noted 
that the SEC has filed suit in 
Oregon seeking to enjoin Turn­ 
er's “ Dare to be Great” organi­ 
zation from violating the regis­ 
tration and antifraud provisions 
of C.S. securities laws. 
Similar suits against Holiday 
Magic and others may follov. 
soon, the spokesman said. 
The SEC charges in the Ore­ 
gon action that agreements be­ 
tween Dare to he Great and its 
distributors are really securi­ 
ties that must be registered 
with the federal government. 
What it means is that, similar 
to California’s franchise invest­ 
ment law, pyramid companies 
“ must present a fair picture of 
opportunities and risks.” the 
spokesman said. 
Meantime, the spokesman ac­ 
knowledged that the commis­ 
sion was looking into another 
aspect of Holiday Magic, in­ 
volving allegedly unreported 
transfer of unregistered stock 
in the cosmetic company’s 
Mexican operation four years 
ago and again recently. 


The I-.? also has learned that 
legislation restricting opera­ 
tions of pyramid companies is 
to be introduced in Congress 
within a few weeks. Sen. Walter 
F. Mondale, D Minn., has said 
he will author the measure, 
although its scope remains se­ 
cret. 


A spokesman in Mondale’s 
office would describe it only as 
in the nature of a “ felony crimi­ 
nal statute.” 
Meantime, Patrick, of whom 
Gay said, “ Give him an idea 
and he II have a corporation 
formed by noon.” refuses to 
budge under the barrage. This, 
despite what a former associate 
says must be an outpouring of 
“ unbelievable” legal fees. 
Patrick says his programs 
are helping black people who 
wouldn’t otherwise find busi­ 
ness opportunities, noting that a 
black man is president of one of 
the pyramid companies, Ameri- 
prise, dealing in home care 
products. Patrick says his sys­ 
tem is “ more sophisticated and 
more durable” than other mar­ 
keting plans. And he says that 
“ when my final epitaph is writ­ 
ten. I know what it's gonna say, 
because I know what I stand 
for.” 
In an appraisal he might ap­ 
ply to his entire conglomerate 
today Patrick once said: 
“ We are like the river that 
rushes down the mountain. If a 
large boulder, a tree or the side 
of the mountain gets in the 
way, it moves over or runs 
around it — definitely, forceful­ 
ly and without stopping. 
“ There is no feeling in that 
river. It moves fast because it 
is in a hurry to get where it 
wants to go. And if you listen 
carefully, you will hear it sing a 
little song of happiness as it 
rushes along and leaves the 
obstacles behind. 
“ That is the spirit we feel in 
Holiday Magic. And you will 
find it all summed up in our 
slogan — ‘Holiday Magic Loves 
You.’”

School Taxes Adopted 


By Marin Supervisors 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Re­ 
publican politicians eyeing a 
1974 race for California gover­ 
nor or the Senate have quietly 
agreed to stay off the running 
track until after the November 
election. 


This doesn’t mean they can’t 
get into the starting blocks and 
wait, and many are doing just 
that. 


But it does mean they have 
agreed to avoid any premature 
party bloodletting that might 
jeopardize P resid en t N ixon’s 
chances of carrying his native 
state over Democrat George 
McGovern.

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Behr Supports 


Early Education 


State Sen. Peter H. Behr yes­ 
terday carried a plea for res­ 
tructuring of California’s pri­ 
mary education to nearly 200 
Marin school administrators 
Behr spoke on ‘‘Early Child­ 
hood Education ~ Life Begins 
at Four” at the fall luncheon of 
the Marin County School Ad­ 
ministrators Association in the 
San (Jeronimo National Golf 
Club restaurant. 
Quoting liberally from the re­ 
port of State Supt. Wilson C. 
Kiles’s Task Force on Karly 
Childhood Education, he urged 
that kindergarten and primary 
grades he restructured into an 
ungraded program staffed wifh 
parents and young people in 
addition to the teachers, to pro­ 
vide a ratio of one adult to 
every 10 pupils. 
Such restructuring is the aim 
of Senate Bill 1302 by State Sen 
Melvyn S. Dymally, I)-Los An­ 
geles. for which Behr made his 
pitch. 
Dymally s bill also calls for 
starting children to school one 
year earlier than now - at the 
age of 4. The bill has passed 
both houses of the Legislature, 
but was amended in the Assem­ 
bly. The start at 4 years old. 
Behr reported, was amended 
out. 
The Marin senator opened his 
remarks by disclaiming ex- 
pertese in education matters. 
Later, however, he denounced 


as ‘‘badly researched” an arti­ 
cle in Phi Delta Kappan by 
Raymond Moore, professor of 
education at Andrews Universi­ 
ty in Michigan, which cited 
dangers of loo-early schooling 
The drawbacks cited 
by 
Moore, said Behr, ‘‘simply do 
not apply” to Superintendent 
Riies’s early education plan as 
embodied in Senator Dymally’s 
bill. 
Advocating schooling at 4 
years. Senator Behr asserted; 
“ It is impossible for any home 
to provide as much intellectual 
stimulation as the schoolroom.” 
He noted that Supt. Clifford 
W 
Campbell of Dixie School 
District, president of the ad­ 
ministrator group, had pointed 
out that spending on the addi­ 
tional year of school for 4-year- 
olds as set up in the bill “ is 
only half as much as we spend 
on each kindergarten child in 
our district.” 
But. Behr said, the Assembly 
has deleted the 4-year-old pro- 
The bill is now back in 
the Senate to await concurrence 
in the Assembly amendments. 
A high school principal raised 
the question of whether pouring 
additional state money into the 
early childhood program would 
deprive the schools of revenues 
for upper grades and high 
school. 
Behr said he hoped it would 
not. 


Mexican Flag Flies 
On Catalina Island 


AVALON (C P I)—The flag of 
Mexico still flew over Catalina 
Island today and the ‘‘invad­ 
ers’’ who came to claim it from 
the United States were still 
encamped on a hill overlooking, 
Avalon. 
They have become a tourist 
attraction. 
The invaders—24 men and 
one woman—are members of 
the Brown Berets, a militant 
Mexican-American 
group 
When they appeared on the 
holiday island off the coast of 
Southern California Wednesday. 
they chimed it as 
Mexican 
territory. 
Wearing military style uni­ 
forms of green pants, khaki 
shirts, brown berets and ammu­ 
nition belts—but no weapons— 
the group was mistaken for 
invading Mexican army troops 
when it first drew up in forma­ 
tion on the road between Ava­ 
lon and the airport 
"This is Mexican territory.” 
declared the leader of the 
group. David Sanchez. 28. "We 
are claiming all of the channel 
islands. They are all Mexican 
territory." 
The "invaders" admit they 
have no connection with the 
Mexican government. 
The Brown Berets argue that 
when the United States ac­ 
quired Mexican territory after 
the Mexican-American war. the 
settlement covered land to the 
Pacific Ocean—so the islands 
offshore were not covered, and 
should still belong to Mexico. 
The counterargument is that 
Mexico ct*ded California to the 
United States, and the islands 
were considered part of Califor­ 
nia. 
The activists were given per­ 
mission to stay and camp on 
the island. 
Islanders, learning the group 
had no food or money, began 


bringing them lunches. Water­ 
melon was donated for dinner 
their first night. 


Tourists visiting the island 
drive up in rented jeeps to see 
the "Mexican army camp.” 
Sightseeing buses have added 
the camp to their itinerary. 


"They’ve been very well be­ 
haved. very orderly and have 
been received by us as visitors. 
They are most welcome,” said 
Raymond Rydell. mayor of 
Avalon. Rydell was executive 
vice chancellor of the California 
state college system Ijefore re 
tiring to Catalina and has some 
experience in dealing with 
young militants. He urged a 
lenient approach to the Brown 
Berets. 


Island people watched calmly 
Thursday as the contingent 
drilled, marching to a Spanish 
count of "Uno. dos. uno dos, 
uno. dos. tres, cuatro.” 
Residents make jokes about 
"occupied Catalina” and pay­ 
ing their taxes in pesos. 
There are about 300 Mexican- 
Americans living on the island, 
but the Brown Berets found it 
difficult to whip up much fervor 
for a revolt. 
One of the "troopers” ques­ 
tioned 9-year-old Johnny Ma­ 
chado. who came to watch their 
drill, and was horrified that the 
little boy speaks no Spanish. 
"You cant even pronounce 
(your name) right,” he ex­ 
claimed. "Man. you gotta learn 
Spanish. What’s your school 
like? Any bilingual classes?” 
Replied Johnny. "What's bil­ 
ingual?"

NEW YORK, N Y. - “ Chess 
is a game of war piaved on a 
m arked surface between sym ­ 
bolic armies of a certain com­ 
position, usually, but not al­ 
ways, two in number. Although 
there are other games of a 
w arlike n ature, with pieces 
being besieged or captured, in 
cbess the opposing sides repre­ 
sent the four main branches of 
a military force once used in a 
ce rta in p art of the ancient 
w o rld : c h a rio try , e le p h a n t 
corps, cavalry, and infantry.”

So writes Charles K. Wilkin­ 
son, curator emeritus of Near 
Eastern Art at the Metropolitan 
Museum, in the introduction to 
“ Chess: East and West, Past 
and Present.” 
This catalog, a definitive 
analysis of the history' of chess 
and chess sets, was compiled in 
1968 as a companion to an 
exhibition by the sam e name,

collection and mounted at the 
Brooklyn Museum. 
On the occasion of the Fisch- 
er-Spassky 
contest for the 
world championship, which cer­ 
tainly bears out the gam e’s 
original war analogy, the Met­ 
ropolitan has installed a small 
but worthy version of the ear­ 
lier exhibition, which is cn dis­ 
play through November. 
A case of early Islamic chess­ 
men and another of medieval 
pieces complement the main 
exhibition, which consists of a 
room filled primarily with com­ 
plete and incomplete 18th- and 
19th-century sets from Germ a­ 
ny, Austria, France, Italy, Rus­ 
sia, China, and Japan. 
In the Junior Library there is 
a special display of chessmen 
with particular appeal to chil­ 
dren — the Alice in Wonderland 
set is the most charming. 
It is generally agreed that 
chess 
originated 
in 
India 
around the sixth or seventh 
century and then spread to 
Persia. One of the most intrigu­ 
ing explanations of its genesis 
is 
a 
legend 
in 
F ird au si's 
“ Shahnam a,” the famous Per­ 
sian epic poem. 
Firdausi describes a battle 
between two Indian princes, 
half brothers called Gow and 
Tolhand, who went to battle for 
possession of the crown with 
the understanding that the goal 
was to capture rather than kill. 
But when Tolhand saw his ar­ 
my defeated and found himself 
trapped, he died on his war 
elephant. 


According to a paraphrased 
Firdausi account: “ When Gow 
. . . brought the news of Tol- 
hand’s death to his mother, she, 
grieving, blamed him for his 
b ro th e r’s death. Gow sw ore 
that his brother had not been 
harmed and w-hen his mother 
asked him to explain how, then, 
he had died, Gow asked that a 
board be brought and that 
pieces of ivory' and teak be 
carved. Then, by means of the 
game of chess, Gow showed his 
mother how the armies moved, 
and how in the end, hemmed in 
on ail sides, Tolhand had died 
of exhaustion and despair. And 
so, in chess, checkmate occurs, 
when the king, like Tolhand, is 
in a position from which there 
is no escape.” 
By the ninth century chess 
had spread to Europe via Ara­ 
bia. The Moors introduced it to 


Spain and the Saracens to Italy, 
while it also filtered eastward 
into the Orient. Chess met with 
religious disapproval from the 
medieval Christians, just as it 
had from the Muslims, because 
it was associated with dice, a 
game of chance. A Lombard 
friar by the name of Jacobus de 
Cessolis wrote an allegorical 
defense of the game in the late 
13th century. “ The Game and 
Pley of the Chesse.” published 
by Caxton’s Press in 1474, is, 
according to one source, the 
second book printed in the En­ 
glish language. 
The game has remained re­ 
markably consistent throughout 
the ages. Even its name in 
English and European lan ­ 
guages evokes the original San­ 
skrit “ chaturanga,” (the four 
members of the army) and the 
Persian “ shah,” meaning king. 
As for the chessm en them ­ 
selves. Mr. Wilkinson explains 
that they have always tended to 
fall into one of two m ain 
groups: 
“ In one, the pieces embody 
the names they bear. The king 
is a miniature royal figure, the 
elephant is an elephant, the 
pawn is a little foot soldier. In 
the other group the pieces are 
distinctive arbitrary forms, rec­ 
ognizable to the players who 
use them but meaningless to 
those unaccustomed to them. 
Such are usually termed ‘con­ 
ventional’ sets . . . There is 
some reason to believe that 
both types of chessmen have 
been used from the gam e’s 
earliest days.” 
Some striking examples of 
both types are on display at the 
Metropolitan. There is of course 
overlapping, for in some sets 
the pawns are not representa­ 
tional while the pieces are, or 
more commonly an entire set 
may be abstract, with the usual 
exception of the knight. 
The representational sets 
tend to be the more curious, j 
Their themes are often taken ! 
from famous battles or con­ 
flicts, such as the Battle of 
Austerlitz. the Christians v s ., 
the barbarians, the Italians vs. 
the Ethiopians fwith Mussolini 
as the Italian king and Rome as 
the queen), the Indians vs. the 
English, the cowboys vs. the 
Indians, the threshers vs. the 
mowers, and even the blondes 
vs. the brunettes. A contempo­ 


rary counterpart now on sale in 
Brentuno’s here if the Republi­ 
cans vs. the Democrats. 
The most didactic set is a 
1928 Russian one of Commu­ 
nists vs. capitalists in hard* 
paste porcelain colored with 
enamel. The capitalist king is 
depicted as death and the queen 
os a decadent Fortuna with a 
cornucopia full of gold. The 
pawns are in chains. On the 
Communist side the king is a 
blacksmith and the queen a 
peasant 
wom an, 
while the 
pawns are reapers. All the cas­ 
tles, are of course, boats, a 
Russian chess idiosyncracy that 
has yet to be satisfactorily ex­ 
plained. 
The evolution of other pieces 
in Europe tended to be univer­ 
sal, with the horse becoming 


the knight, the counselor be­ 
coming the queen, the look 
becoming the castle, and the 
elephant becoming the bishop 
— surely the most dram atic 
metamorphosis — though Fr­ 
ance is an exception, unac­ 
countably transforming the ele­ 
phant into the fool or court 
jester.

Fujiyama's Offers Followers Of 
Japanese Cuisine Ideal Selections 


Jw+t m there are those who 
hoW out strongly on the merits 
of European cooking, there are 
others who believe that the 
Japanese methods of food prep­ 
aration are without peer. 
And some of them are very 
insistent about it. I ran into one 
gentleman at the Fujiyama in 
San Rafael the other evening, 
who probably hasn’t missed 
taking in a Japanese restaurant 
in the west between the Canadi­ 
an and Mexican borders. And 
he gives them odds over most 
other food institutions, too. (No, 
he is not a Japanese). 
IncidientaUy, he rated the Fu­ 
jiyama quality-high on his list, 
which I was glad to hear, since 
1 have not done enough cover­ 
age of Japanese restaurants to 
make close comparisons. 
I can say that I do find 
certain Japanese foods very 
pleasing to the taste and I enjoy 
periodical ventures into this 
field of gourmanderie. For ex­ 
ample, the beef terivaki pre­ 
pared at the Fujiyama by own- 
er-chef Akitoshi Takazawa is 
truly amazing. It is prepared 
almost as thin as paper, but 
somehow' he manages not to 
overcook or undercook it. 


There are other beef entrees 
to tempt you — sukiyaki and 
mizutaki — or you can venture 
into the field of seafoods with 
sashimi (ocean fresh raw tuna), 
tempura (shrimp and vegeta­ 
bles), salmon teriyaki and fried 
breaded prawns, or chicken te­ 
riyaki and a few others on 
which r have yet to experiment. 
And there is a good accompani­ 
ment of side items — soup, 
salad, rice and vegetables. 


Aside from the fact that the 
Fujiyama (located on the Mira­ 
cle Mile) is Marin’s only fully 
Japanese restaurant, you will 
find it an especially interesting 
and colorful little spot to visit. 
If you are already up on your 
Japanese food customs, un­ 
doubtedly you will want to re­ 
move your shoes and sit at one 
of the low tables on the raised 
section at one end of the dining 
room. Since I am not exactly 
built for a cross-legged position 
on a floor mat, I prefer the 
conventional western table and 
chairs. 
Now featured as the Saturday 
night entertainer here is pretty 
Sophie 
Yamamoto from San 
Francisco, who sings and ac­ 
companies herself on the piano. 
She has a nice voice and quite a 
repertory of Japanese songs 
which I did not realize could be 
so well adapted to our own style 
of music. 
Atsuko Nakamura, who pre­ 
viously performed on the koto 
Saturday nights, should be back 
soon — but she will then play 
on Friday nights, making two 
evenings of live entertainment 
a week. 


Ordinarily closed on Mon­ 
days, the Fujiyama will serve 
dinners on Labor Day from 5 to 
9:30 p.m. 


AFTER SEPT. 8, Senor Alfre­ 
do’s Mexican Restaurant in San 
Anselmo will discontinue serv­ 
ing lunches. This appears to be 
in anticipation of plans to shift 
some of the help here to Santa 
Rosa where owner AI Barthel 
has another restaurant now un­ 
der construction.

Completion is not expected 
until next month and an open­ 
ing is not anticipated until the 
middle of November — but 
advance planning has to be 
made. 
The Santa Rosa restaurant 
will be much larger than the 
one in San Anselmo and will set 
a pattern for more Senor Alfre­ 
do restaurants throughout the 
state. If it is successful, two 
more places will be: opened next 
year, including a second restau­ 
rant in Santa Rosa of the hof 
brau type to be called the Casa 
de Anza.

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TODA Y'S EDITORIAL 
Justice Is Neither 
Swift Nor Sure 


‘ Many people, though not a ll 
will be determ ! from serious 
crim es it' they believe that jus­ 
tice is swift and sure* Today no 
one thinks it ts 
If there is a 
general impression that the ad­ 
ministration of justice is not 
working, one important result 
is that the deterrent effect of 
law and punishm ent is im ­ 
paired and lost.’' — Warren E. 
Burger, 
chief justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 


AN EXCELLENT exam ple of 
what Chief Justice Burger was 
talking about is provided by the 
case of “ hippie prophet” Don­ 
ald C. McCoy Jr. and 10 of his 
“followers” at the now-defunct 
commune he headed at Rancho 
Olompali near Novato. 


These 11 were among more 
than a score of residents ar­ 
rested on marijuana and nar­ 
cotics charges in a sheriff’s 
raid on the commune on Jan. 
14, 
1969. McCoy and the 
10 
others subsequently engaged 
William 0 . Weissich as defense 
counsel. 


They were indicted by the 
grand jury on March 20 of that 
year, arraigned four days later, 
and entered pleas of not guilty 
on March 28. Trial was set for 
Aug. 4, 1969. 
On the day set for opening of 
trial, attorney Weissich filed a 
motion to suppress evidence, 
based in part on the fact that 
the raid had resulted from a tip 
to law enforcement officers by 
an informant whom the district 
attorney refused to identify. 
That motion was heard be­ 
fore Judge Joseph G. Wrilson in 
Mann Superior Court on Sept. 
11, 1969. When the district at­ 
torney’s office again refused to 
identify the informant, Judge 
Wilson threw out the case. 


D IST . A TTY . Bruce B. Bales 
next day appealed the action to 


SA C R A M EN T O SCENE 


the District Court of Appeals. It 
took over 14 months — until 
Nov. 26, 1970 — to rule on the 
appeal. On that date the appel­ 
late court overruled Judge Wil­ 
son and returned the case to 
Marin County for trial. 
The defense promptly peti­ 
tioned 
for rehearing by the 
ap p ellate court. This tim e, 
there was no delay. The appel­ 
late court on Dec. 10 refused a 
rehearing. 
Back at the Marin County 
Hall of Justice, however, no­ 
body 
seem ed 
to 
be 
in any 
hurry. The appellate court or­ 
der reposed somewhere in the 
county clerk’s files. There was 
no request for a new trial date. 
On Feb. 8, 1971, defense coun­ 
sel filed a motion to dism iss on 
the grounds that McCoy and his 
followers had been denied the 
prompt and speedy trial guar­ 
anteed by the U.S. Constitution. 
Instead, Judge Wilson then 
set a hearing for March 21 on 
the 
remainder of W eissich’s 
motion to suppress evidence. 


A F T E R THAT hearing, noth­ 
ing happened — for 17 months. 
And on Aug. 21 of this year — 
1972 — Judge Wilson dism issed 
the charges, agreeing that the 
defend ants had been denied 
their rights to speedy trial. 


Of the d elays totalin g 41

Democrats "Gone To Pot' 


With Marijuana Plank 


California's Democratic leadership is 
going to pot. 
I hate to say that; but facts are facts. 


At their recent state convention here in 
Babylon by the Sacramento, Democratic 
candidates adopted a platform that in­ 
cluded a soft approach to marijuana. 


The particular plank in question oppos­ 
es mandatory felony prosecutions for the 
use and possession of that mind-altering 
weed. The fact that the Democratic 
leadership also adopted a plank to lower 
the drinking age to 18 is disturbing, too. 
But, that’s another issue. 


COULD IT BE that by taking the soft 
approach on marijuana, the Democratic 
leadership is pandering the youth vote; 
the 18-year-old, first-time voters? Scads 
of young people will no doubt turn out to 
vote “Yes” o r this November’s initiative 
to legalize marijuana. Could it be that 
the Democratic candidates figured “if we 
play this think smart, we can get them to 
vote for Democrats as well as mari­ 
juana”? 


Is the Democratic leadership, in other 
words, taking a soft stand on the use and 
possession of marijuana in an effort to 
win some elections? If so, I think that is 
a pretty high price to put on winning. 


Certainly they are going against the 
wishes of the vast majority of their own 
party. All the public polls indicate that 
Californians — Democrats and Republi­ 
cans alike — favor harsher, not softer, 
controls and penalties for the use and 
possession of pot.

THERE ARE SOME who excuse their 
support of the legalization of marijuana 
on the basis of a recent report by the 
National Commission on Marijuana and 
Drug Abuse. What those persons fail, or 
refuse, to keep in mind is this: the report 
warned that major social problems were 
Jikeiy to arise should the availability of 
marijuana be suddenly increased. 


Much of the soft approach to marijuana 
is based on some fantasies which arc 
destroyed by fact. For example: 


FANTASY — marijuana should be 
legalized because it is not a narcotic. 
FACT — while it is true that pharma­ 
cologically marijuana is not a narcotic, 
physicians w-arn that it can have ex­ 
tremely harmful mental effects. One 
noted UC researcher has stated that 
continued use of marijuana can result in 
a “chemical frontal lobotomy’ . 


MY STRONG OPPOSITION to the le­ 
galization of or leniency toward mari­ 
juana was harshly reinforced by some­ 
thing which hit close to home the other 
week. 
A friend of our teen-aged son commit­ 
ted suicide. He drove the family car into 
the garage, locked the door, and let the 
engine run until it was all gver. He had 
been high on acid. At 20, his brain had 
been eaten away. 
His father found him in the morning. 
How did it start? It started with 
marijuana. Just an occasional smoke, a 
now-and-thcn joint, to be part of the 
group. And then came the amphetam­ 
ines, and the acid — the LSD and the 
STP. The hallucinatory trips. 'The uppers 
and downers. The tortured mind . . . and 
a car with its engine running in a closed 
garage on a trip to the dead end of the 
road. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT officers, nar 
cotics agents, physicians and psycholo­ 
gists will tell you — if you care to l^ten 
- that marijuana is so bad because it is 
often the entering wedge, the beginning, 
the start of a psychological addiction that 
can lead to the use of hard narcotics. 
Certainly that is not what the Demo­ 
cratic leadership wants. How could they 
take the soft approach to marijuana? Let 
them look at their own sons and daugh­ 
ters and ask themselves that question.

Brundage Fought Losing Fight 
For Amateurism In Olympics

WASHINGTON — Avery Brundage has 
departed, yet the Olympics go on. It 
turns out the egocentric and idealistic 
Chicagoan was not the games personified 
after all. He was just their conscience. 


Bifocaled, octagenarian m illionaires 
are out of place in the games ot today. 
So. perhaps, is conscience. At any rate 
Brundage’s leaving ends an era. and it 
■should end some other aspects of the 
Olympics we all had come to think of as 
permanent if illogical fixtures. 


BRUNDAGE DII) NOT retire as presi­ 
dent of the International Olympic Com­ 
mittee because his committee overruled 
him by ousting Rhodesia this year to 
avoid a boycott by black African teams 
and possibly by blacks on the United 
States team. But the ruling and the 
resignation came in that sequence, and 
that was appropriate. His final words 
were, "It was a blatant intrusion of 
politics.” 


He was right, and the committee was 
wrong. Politics intruded and prevailed, 
no matter that in spirit those threatening 
boycott were justified. By letter they 
were wrong, and by letter is the way 
Brundage ran things for 20 years. By 
letter he had upheld his own idealistic 
vision of an Olympic tradition free of 
politics and of professionalism. 
Despite persistent East-West and later 
racial conflicts, he largely succeeded 
until now against the first enemy. But 
against professionalism, he has succeed­ 
ed only by the letter of the rules. In 
spirit, amateurism in the Olympics is a 
sham, giving rise to a third enemy worse 
than either of the other two — hypocrisy. 
Though I have no illusions that it will 
be. that hypocrisy should be the first

IT IS NOT chauvinism to say that 
whenever the United States outpoints the 
Soviet Union in the current games it is 
doing so with its right hand tied behind 
its back. The Russians themselves know 
this, and the non-official ones say so. All 
the world knows it 
that the Russian 
athletes in the games are professionals 
and the* Americans are amateur?»,*' and 
that the best, most experienced Ameri­ 
can athletes in major sports arc Openly 
professionals who are forbidden to com­ 
pete- 
While this truth is widely known, it was 
spelled out in new detail just before these 
games opened in a series by Dean Mills, 
»Moscow correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun. The Soviet government not only 
supports its “student,” “soldier” or '’fac­ 
tory worker” athletes all year round and 
pays their expenses, it maintains that 
doing so is another proof of their political 
system’s superiority. Beyond that,, the 
government takes its own propaganda so 
>eriously that it makes each athlefe in 
international competition responsible for 
upholding the image of the Socialist 
system. 
Thus, Mills writes, "When the Russians 
were badly stung in the Mexico City 
Olympics, it was almost a national crisis, 
something on the order of a distRfJ-ous 
grain harvest.” Leonid Brezhnwhimself 
ordered creation of a new sports conjmit- 
tec headed by Sergei Pavlov, fowner. 
head of the Young Communist League 
and a tough comer in party circles. 
Pavlov demanded that the number of 
Soviet entries in this year’s games be 
multiplied — all. of course, at govern­ 
ment expense. Thus about 800 Russian 
competitors are at Munich. 
THIS IS NOT to argue that the Kujsian 
individual or team that defeats an Ameri­ 
can at Munich does not deserve to wjn.

China Sends 
Affirmation 
Of Support 


TlONG KONG (UPI)-The 
Chinese Communist leadership 
today reaffirmed to North Viet­ 
nam the support of the Chinese 
people in the Indochina War 
and said Hanoi’s forces were 
developing triumphantly de­ 
spite increased U.S. air and 
naval attacks. 


Party Chairman Mao Tse- 
lung, together with ac.ting 
Chairman Tung I’i-wu, Chair­ 
man Chu Teh of the National 
People’s Congress and Premier 
Chou En-lai, today sent a mes­ 
sage to the North Vietnamese 
leaders greeting the 27th anni­ 
versary of the founding of 
North Vietnam. 


The message, broadcast in 
full by Peking Radio and the 
New China News Agency, said: 


“ At present, the Vietnamese 
people’s war against U.S. ag­ 
gression end for national salva­ 
tion is developing triumphantly 
and the whole situation in Indo­ 
china is excellent. 


“ The South Vietnamese 
armed forces and people have 
launched fierce offensives in 
various battlefields, dealt 
heavy blows to the U.S. imperi­ 
alist scheme of ’Vietnamizing’ 
the war and scored splendid 
victories.

If you do get 
into trouble while swimming, 
we probably won’t rescue you 
either.” 
“ Use whatever language you 
want in communicating with 
your friends, but if you get 
careless or carried away and 
your language starts a fight, 
you are in trouble.” 


THE LEA FLET’S TONE is 
downright insulting to the aver­ 
age citizen who does not nor­ 
mally go around breaking laws 
or disturbing the peace. Also, 
isn’t there something dismay­ 
ing about traveling to a place 
and immediately encountering 
a list of all the things you aren’t 
supposed to do in that city, 
presented in a way that makes 
you feel unwelcome? 
If enough people become in­ 
censed by the pamphlet and 
pass the word along, it may be 
that Carmel will someday no 
longer have to worry about the 
tourist influx. 
Then what will happen to the 
city government which is sup­ 
ported by revenues from the 
business community — money 
obtained from those unwelcome 
tourists? And what will happen 
to all the visitor-oriented busi­ 
nesses that have applauded city 
efforts to “ get tough” with visi­ 
tors? 
“ The price of peace” may be 
greater than the city govern­ 
ment or the businessmen real­ 
ize.

Lois, the deep love you 
had for each other will be the 
most to help smooth over the 
days to come. Hold it tight; its 
warmth will never fail you. 
As I go over the clippings and 
data that cover my desk, I 
wonder just what is going to 
happen out at Brasilia during 
the next few years. Two un­ 
flappable men will not be there. 
Unless more homeowner tax­ 
payers stand beside the few 
who have been watching things 
and speaking out for you, there 
will be a tax load such as you 
have never seen before. 
You will wake up one morn­ 
ing and wonder “ who done it” ? 
By the way, the cost of Brasilia 
maintenance ($3,359,095) which 
I gave last week was for the 
years of 1970-’71-’72 and this 
fiscal year, ’73. That is the total 
for all four years. The way I 
wrote my copy, it could have 
been misunderstood. 


I HAVE BEEN reading the 
balanced transportation report 
page by page. There is a lot of 
redundancy. One gets the idea 
that several different ones 
wrote it and not too good a job 
was done in the tieup. 
I think that you all are enti­ 
tled to have an opportunity to 
read the report. This presents 
the problem of just how to do 
this. I have counted words to 
the line and number of lines per 
page. Then I did the same thing 
with the “ County Comment” 
average column. It can be done 
by using the column. 
As we all know there is an 
almost daily series of local 
county government matters oc­ 
curring that should be dis­ 
cussed and an attempt made to 
analyze. This precludes pre­ 
empting the space.

How To Achieve Identity 


I-.I Special Report

PHILADELPHIA — When a 
woman comes from a family of 
“ achievers” — but isn't expect­ 
ed to achieve herself “ because, 
she’s a girl” — she’s in a bind, 
Emesta Drinker Ballard said, 
speaking from her own experi­ 
ence. 
However, Mrs. Ballard decid­ 
ed belatedly to accom plish 
something on her own and did. 
She now is executive director of 
the 5,000-member Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society, the larg­ 
est organization of its kind in 
the country. 
“When I was growing up,” 
Emesta Ballard recalled, “ca­ 
reer aspirations for girls were 
never discussed.” 
Her mother was a volunteer 
“ preoccupied with all sorts of 
social and cultural activities;” 
her father was “ a successful 
lawyer who worked hard and 
never relaxed.” But he main­ 
tained that “women didn’t have 
men’s brains and were not cap- 
able of men’s achievement.” 
He believed that “ women 
were meant to be lovable and 
clever, but not much else,” she 
said. From her father’s side of 
the family, however, she feels 
she inherited her capacity for 
hard work, the ability to make 
up her mind quickly, and a 
good feeling for detail. 


AT 15, Mrs. Ballard attended 
“ the same fashionable boarding 
K t a T ir r mother had At 18. 
she made her debut, did volun­ 
teer work, married a young 


lawyer and subsequently had 
four children. It wasn’t until 
she reached her 30s that she 
decided to have her “second 
coming out,” as she calls it. 


“ I wanted to achieve an 
identity as a capable person in 
my own right,” she said. “I 
wanted to make the change 
from housewife to professional. 
I wanted a paying job because I 
felt that earning money was a 
tangible form of recognition, an 
indication of one’s worth.” 


Mrs. Ballard trained in horti­ 
culture. realizing that although 
many women were involved in 
garden club activities, few spe­ 
cialized professionally in this 
field. Six weeks after beginning 
her studies, however, she be­ 
came quite ill. Since her doctor 
could find no physical basis for 
her symptoms — which includ­ 
ed a severe difficulty in swal­ 
lowing — he suggested thera­ 
peutic counseling. 


“ I d isco v ered 
th a t the 
process of preparing for inde­ 
pendence was the cause of my 
symptoms,” she said. “ I had 
apparently resented my fath­ 
er’s refusal to appreciate what 
a woman could do on her own. 
but 1 felt selfish and guilty at 
the same time for not choosing 
to be the kind of woman he 
wanted nu* to be.” 


Once she could acknowledge 
this conflict within herself, she 
was able to return to school and 
complete her training. 


In addition to her administra­ 
tive responsibilities with the 
Pennsylvania Horticultural So­ 


ciety, Ernesta Ballard writes 
and lectures extensively on hor­ 
ticulture and travels frequently 
to meetings throughout the 
country.

Besides plants — and rock, 
mineral, and bottle collections 
— the items that will go back to 
school this fall are big, bold 
decorative sheets, cardboard 
furniture, and bean bag chairs.

“ We chew the rag or read a 
book most of the time,” says 
Juliette Quinn of staffers at the 
Red Cross emergency aid sta­ 
tion, but when they are needed, 
they’re ready. 
Cut fingers, scratched knees, 
heat stroke and sprains are 
common problems the trained 
first aid volunteers treat each 
year at the Marin County Fair 
in the emergency aid station. 
They are on duty throughout 
the fair hours at the Civic 
Center. 
Mrs. Quinn has been volun­ 
teering first aid wherever the 
crowds are in Marin for some 
15 years. A registered nurse 
from San Anselmo who works 
night shifts at a convalescent 
hospital, she said that she took 
first aid training from the Red 
Cross when her son was a baby. 
When he became pre-school 
age she began to volunteer in 
the emergency first aid sta­ 
tions. “He always went with 
me,” she said. And as soon as 
he was old enough, he began to 
drive for the Red Cross. 
Mrs. Quinn has been a main­ 
stay at the Fair emergency aid 
station for years, but she and a 
corps of other trained volun­ 
teers, largely nurses, follow the 
crowds to the Mountain Play 
each year, the Grape Festival, 
the Dipsea Race, the walk-a- 
thons that Marin teen-agers 
have staged, the recent bike-a- 
thon and the Special Olympics. 
They also were on hand during 
the San Anselmo F air last 
weekend. 


WITH WALK-A-THONS they 
set up a mobile first aid station 
aboard a Red Cross wagon, 
often driven by her son. The 
Mountain Play means a full day 
for one crew of first aiders, 
rather than the four-hour shifts 
they usually take, she said. 
There is a a doctor with them 
because of the distance to the 
hospital from Mount Tamalpais 
and the rangers there are all 
first aid-trained, Mrs. Quinn 
said. 
One of Mrs. Quinn’s favorite 
events to staff is the .Special 
Olympics, a physical competi­ 
tion for mentally and physically 
handicapped children. “I never 
miss that,” she said emphati­ 
cally. 
Juliette Quinn is the person 
who finds and schedules volun­ 
teers to staff an emergency aid 
station, under the aegis of the 
Red Cross. 
Red Cross policy requires 
that an R.N. and one or two 
first aid-trained assistants be

on duty. There is always a 
doctor on call, as well. 


“ We strictly do just first aid. 
For any serious injury or condi­ 
tion we call an ambulance and 
send the patient to the hospi­ 
ta l,” she explained. “ Some­ 
times there are doctors in the 
crowd, if we need immediate 
medical help.” 


Mrs. Quinn’s responsibility 
includes finding a suitable 
place for an aid station for an 
event, after the request comes 
in to the Red Cross chapter in 
San Rafael. Then she rounds up 
the trained nurses and assist­ 
ants, and “we could always use 
more,” she said. 


SHE BELIEVES that emer­ 
gency aid training and experi­ 
ence is good for more persons 
to have in case a disaster 
should strike in Marin. 


“ It’s nursing that’s all togeth­ 
er different from hospitals — 
the poeple are in a different 


emotional state.” A member of 
the California Nurses Associa­ 
tion Emergency Help Prepared­ 
ness, she feels that emergency 
aid station experience is espe­ 
cially good for nurses. 


Most the injuries are minor 
— sprains, minor cooking burns 
among cooks at the food booths, 
splinters and blisters on the 
feet. But, Mrs. Quinn pointed 
out, in a charity walk-a-thon 
“ It’s important they they be 
able to walk that extra mile for 
th at m oney,” and a blister 
treated on the scene allows the 
youngster to continue the walk. 


“Sometimes kids will step on 
a nail,” and once a child fell off 
a bleacher at a high school 
playing field and suffered a 
spinal injury. 
“ There are some sad things 
and some funny ones,” Mrs. 
Quinn related. One boy split his 
pants up the middle and had to 
be taped together until he could 
get home.

One Youth 
Is Charged 
In Robbery 


Only one of two 18-year-old 
Southern California youths ear­ 
lier charged with kidnapping, 
robbing and taking the car of a 
Petaluma man in Novato on 
July 16 has been charged in 
Marin Superior Court. 
David Wyatt Mi ley of Venice, 
Los Angeles County, pleaded 
innocent yesterday to the three 
felony charges and a jury trial 
was set for the week of Oct. 2. 
His companion. Dale Robert 
Minot, also of Venice, who had 
been arrested with Miley was 
released, however, after the 
district attorney’s office said 
there was not enough evidence 
to prosecute him. 
Minot had been a backseat 
passenger during the events 
which led to the charges. 
The Petaluman, Terry M. 
Schenbert, 20, had picked up 
Miley and Minot as hitchhikers 
in San Francisco. 
Schenebert said 
he was 
forced to drive at knifepoint to 
an orchard near Novato where 
his elothds, money and car 
were taken. 
Miley and Minot were arrest­ 
ed later in Humboidt County 
reportedly in Schenbertz's car. 


when they were penniless and 
stranded for four days at Ga- 
twick Airport because of a can­ 
celed charter flight. 
At the same time the 157 
Americans praised British au­ 
thorities and private citizens 
for their “ unbelievable” hospi­ 
tality in getting them welfare 
payments and offers of food 
and lodging. 
The tourists, most of them 
teachers, arrived at Kennedy 
Airport on a special flight paid 
for by the British Caledonian 
Airlines and Whimpy Interna­ 
tional. a hamburger firm based 
in Britain., 
The group, including 140 from 
one canceled charter and 17 
from a number of other can­ 
celed flights, was relatively 
lucky. 
Another group of 100 Ameri­ 
cans was still stranded in Mad­ 
rid where airline officials said 
there was not much chance of 
finding seats for them back to 
the United States. Some of 
them had been stuck in Madrid 
for as long as five days and 
many said they were broke and 
hungry. 
The travelers returning here 


were especially incensed by 
American Embassy warnings 
to “ expect no help” and by 
what 
they 
interpreted 
as 
threats to call the Marine guard 
to evict them from the embas­ 
sy. 


Vance Stephens, an art teach­ 
er at Jersey State College in 
Jersey City. N.J.. said, “ all we 
got from the embassy was a 
mimeographed sheet which 
said expect no help.’ The Bri­ 
tish welfare group gave each of 
us a couple of pounds ($5) which 
we intend to send back.” 


A delegation of five passen­ 
gers went to the embassy Mon­ 
day to seek aid. In the foyer 
they were approached by a 
London bobby, they said, who 
told them the embassy threat­ 
ened to call out its Marine 
guard and have them evicted if 
they did not leave voluntarily. 
The passengers said there were 
some Marines there “ making a 
presence” lending credence to 
the threat. Finally the passen­ 
gers left. 
The embassy officials were 
quoted as saying there was no 
help available because they had 


no funds to meet such situa­ 
tions. 


The passengers said they sug­ 
gested the use of military 
planes or that the embassy 
could advance them airfare 
using their passports as securi­ 
ty. None of the suggestions was 
accepted. 


Stuart Bruck. a teacher from 
New York City, summed it up 
this way: 


“ It wasn’t the money so 
much, it was that they just 
didn't care. It’s amazing to me 
that the United States, one of 
the richest countries in the 
world, can’t take care of its 
own people in a situation like 
this.’’ 


The travelers, who had spent 
four days sleeping on benches 
or floors at Gatwick said 
hundreds of offers of food and 
lodging had been made to them 
by Englishmen living near the 
airport. Other British citizens 
brought soup and sandwiches to 
feed the hungry Americans. 
The tourists elected, however, 
to stay together at the airport 
A spokesman for the group said 


they planned to set up a fund to 
help any future air passengers 
who may become stranded at 
Gatwick. 


Barbara Clark, a New York 
school teacher, said telegrams 
for help had been sent to Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Sen Jacob Ja- 
vits, R-N.Y.. but no replies 
were received. 


Paul Lynn, 32. of Boston said 
he made a collect telephone call 
to Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass.. “ because I was broke.” 
Lynn said he was unable to 
contact Kennedy personally but 
did speak to a member of his 
staff who “ showed concern.” 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Ef­ 
forts to develop new sources of 
power in California have re­ 
ceived a boost with state ap­ 
proval of exploratory geother­ 
mal drilling at a wildlife area 
in Imperial Valley. 


The state Lands Commission 
Thursday unanimously ap­ 
pro ved a three-year permit for 
the drilling by Atlantic Oil Co. 
The action came after the panel 
received an environmental re­ 
port from its staff saying that 
the area had “ great geothermal 
potential.” 
A number of geothermal 
wells have already been drilled 
in Imperial County but none 
has resulted in major produc­ 
tion of electricity. 
The staff report also declared 
that “ prospecting in the Imperi­ 
al Wildlife Management Area 
for geothermal sources of pow­ 
er will not. have a significant 
detrimental environmental ef­ 
fect.” 
The Sierra Club, however, 
opposed granting the permit on 
the grounds it would create 
environmental damage. 
In a telegram to the commis­ 
sion, the group warned the 
drilling in the area north of 
Niland could “ jeopardize wild­ 
life and wildlife habitat.” 
The 3,900-acre Wister Unit of 
the wildlife area is a haven for 
70 species of migratory birds. It 
provides good hunting for 
ducks, geese, quail, pheasant 
and dove. 
The Sierra Club also com­ 
plained. “ Adequate guarantees 
against possible (earth) subsid­ 
ence and seismic activity have 
not been made.” The contention 
was denied by F J. Hortig, ex 
ecutive officer of the eommis 
sion. 
The telegram was written by 
Harriet Allen of Spring Valley, 
chairman of the club’s Southern 
California regional conserva­ 
tion committee. 
Scientists regard the Imperial 
Valley, an agricultural area in 
the southeastern corner of Cali­ 
fornia, as a major potential 
source of geothermal energy, 
which could prove to be an 
alternative to oil or eoalburning 
power plants. 
Robert W. Rex, professor of 
geology at the University of 
California at Riverside, has es­ 
timated there is enough steam 
and super-heated water in the 
vast geothermal field beneath 
the Imperial Valley to supply 
electricity to southern Califor­ 
nia for 30 years. 


The steam would be used to 
produce electricity by being fed 
into power-generating turbines. 
In the environmental impact 
statement on Atlantic’s applica­ 
tion, the commission’s staff 
said. “ It would be performing a 
great disservice to the electri­ 
cal power-using public to cancel 
the application to explore for 
geothermal steam at this loca­ 
tion. 
“ Denial of the permits could 
necessitate a search for power 
elsewhere. This could result in 
construction of fossil fuel (oil or 
coal) plants that have far 
greater effects upon the natural 
environment than the proposed 
comparatively clean geother­ 
mal steam operation.” 
Under the terms of the per­ 
mit, Atlantic will be required to 
take steps to prevent damage to 
the wildlife area adjacent to its 
drilling locations. The surface 
drilling operations will be locat- 


ed at least 406 feet from the 
boundary of the wildlife area 
and 
tap 
the 
underground 
sources through slant drilling. 


If the company does not find 
a commercially usable source 
of geothermal energy, it will be 
required to restore the area to 
its original state. 
If there is a viable source of 
energy, Atlantic would then 
have to return to the commis­ 
sion for permission to construct 
production facilities.

Although avoiding the word 
“ moratorium.'’ the San Ansel- 
mo Planning Commission last 
mghl asked for a draft of what 
would be one of the strictest 
temporary bans on building, 
rezoning and subdividing in Ma­ 
rin Count} 
The commission asked the 
city attorney to draft an ordi- 
nanee for public hearing Sept. 
11 to cover all undeveloped 
parcels, large and small, and 
all commercial lots, already 
developed or not. 


However, the commission 
proposed to leave an out for 
builders by setting up a vari­ 
ance procedure and waiving the 
$25 variance fee for applicants 
who could develop without a 
variance in the absence of the 
proposed emergency ordinance. 
The 
four-month 
measure 
aimed at giving the city a 
breathing spell to draw up its 
general plan and determine 
what parcels it wants to keep 
open, could be extended for a 
period of two years. 
Although the moratoriums 
adopted by other cities iri Marin 
have concentrated on the larger 
parcels of land, the ordinance 
proposed last night would pre­ 
vent any permanent change to 
undeveloped land w ithout ause 
permit. 
But commissioners and some 
in the audience oi nine said the 
ordinance would not prevent 
building, but would stop denser 
building than is now allowed. 
“ It is not stopping the use of 
the land. It is just stopping the 
change of the use,” spectator 
Conrad Williams said 
Although the commissioners 
present unanimously backed 
the ban. two spectators dissent­ 


ed. even from two less stringent 
proposals the commission start­ 
ed with. 


Alma R. Wiederhoeft of But­ 
terfield Road said, ‘ I’m against 
the moratorium. I just don't 
like the idea. I think you have 
enough tools as it is now." 
And Attilio Segale of Holstein 
Road said, “ What do you want 
to do? Kill everything, shut 
down the town? f think we 
should leave everything status- 
quo. Leave everything the way 
it is. You guys can take care of 
it.” 
He contended San Anselmo 
doesn't have enough open space 
left to worry about and suggest­ 
ed leaning on the county to slow 
development in nearby unincor­ 
porated areas. 
Commissioners answered that 
the ban would not hurt property 
value and said the best way to 
deal with the county would be 
to enforce a ban in San Ansel­ 
mo first. 
Others in the audience urged 
the commission to move quick­ 
ly. “ Anything you do is almost 
too 
late,” 
Williams 
said. 
“ There has got to be a stop to 
this frenzy of quick developing 
everything.” Four others 
hacked his argument. 
Consideration of a rezoning 
ban began in July when Coun­ 
cilman Dr. Martin R. Blinder 
proposed an immediate stop to 
all rezoning that would increase 
density on parcels larger than 
an acre, on subdividing any 
large parcels and on using 
steep areas at all. 
But Commissioner David A. 
Strassman said the proposal 
“ smacks of getting on the band­ 
wagon” and said San Rafael’s 
ordinance seemed to be better 
thought out. 


The commissioners favored 
the San Rafael ordinance as a 
format. San Rafael currently 
bars any permanent change to 
parcels of more than two acres 
or to five adjoining parcels 
without a use permit. 
But the commission then 
went even further to reflect the 
sentiment of one spectator who 
said, “ There is really no argu­ 
ment against it. Property once 
developed cannot be undevel­ 
oped. If you develop it now and 
then change your mind, there is 
not much you can do about it.” 
Absent from the meeting 
were commissioners Allen J. 
Creighton. John H. Colteaux 
and Daniel Goltz.

Borderline Anemia May Cause 
Fatigue, Dizziness Or Numbness 


Borderline anemia m ay cause a variety of 
symptoms, including fatigue, dizziness, ner­ 
vousness, headache, numbness, or shortness 
of breath. In many instances, iron brings 
relief even M ore the blood count has a 
chance to improve. This is puzzling, because 
this form of anemia is not severe enough to 
cause too much trouble. 
Many victims are women who have been on 
iron deficient dietstifor years. Meanwhile, they 
m ay have lost iron during menstruation or 
bleeding from other sources. 
Regardless of cause, the body 
has responded by using up 
stored iron in bone marrow. 
Apparently, this supply must be 
depleted M ore the blood count 
demonstrates signs of anemia. 
S pecial isotope tests show 
that the best response is ob­ 
tained 
by women who have 
very little iron in the bone 
marrow. When given iron tab­ 
lets. the majority become pep­ 
py and are relieved of distress. 
Rut treatment must be contin­ 
ued until the “storage bins” are 
also filled. 


IN OUR COUNTRY iron defi­ 
ciency is primarily a problem 
of rapidly growing infants and 
children and of women during 
th e ch ild b earin g y e a rs . Iron 
need s a re g re a te r a t th e se 
times. But anemia occurs also 
in 
p e rso n s 
su fferin g 
fro m 
ch ro n ic and re p e ate d blood 
loss, especially from the g as­ 
trointestinal tract and uterus. 
These secondary iron-deficien- 
cy anem ias are best treated by 
prophylaxis or eliminating the 
cause of bleeding. If this is not 
possible, prolonged adm inistra­ 
tion of iron is necessary. 


IR O N P R E P A R A T IO N S 
cause abdominal distress and 
diarrhea in some people. If the 
shortage cannot be m ade up 
with iron-rich foods, the physi­ 
cian may prescribe injections 
of an iron-dextran p ro d u c t. 
Some people do not absorb iron 
that 
is obtained in foods or 
taken in tablet form. This rare 
cause of anemia is corrected 
via iron injections. Iron plus the 
oral use of dilute hydrochloric 
acid is often beneficial.

Million 
Surplus 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
state of California ended the 
fiscal year on June 30 with a 
surplus of $600 million in tax­ 
payers money, Controller Hous­ 
ton Flournoy said yesterday. 


Flournoy also told a news 
conference he has named a task 
force to recommend changes in 
the state’s accrual accounting 
system to make it less confus­ 
ing to the public. 


The controller said the state 
had an accumulated surplus of 
$600,340,742 at the end of fiscal 
1971-72. The figure was based 
on revenues accrued but not 
actually received by June 30. 


THE SURPLUS 
After deducting $34 million as 
a reserve for continuing appro­ 
priations, Flournoy said, the 
state’s general fund had 
an 
unappropriated surplus of $565,- 
654,491. 
He said the figures included a 
June 30 cash balance of $256.2 
million and $309.4 million which 
under state law must be held in 
reserve to meet any cash flow 
problems. 
Flournoy said he ordered the 
task force study because of the 
law which requires that the 
working capital reserve ($309.4 
million) be determined as the 
difference between the cash 
surplus and the eventual unap­ 
propriated surplus. 
The controller said the cur­ 
rent method of determining the 
reserve produces an "artificial 
figure” which has no direct 
relationship to what the actual 
fiscal needs of the state are. 


COULD FAIL’ 
He said the reserve figure 
‘‘could fail to meet the ongoing 
cash needs of the general fund, 
or it could grow out of all 
proportion to what is needed." 
Flournoy said the laws pre­ 
scribing current accounting 
methods have become so com­ 
plicated and confusing that the 
public has "difficulty under­ 
standing the true fiscal situa­ 
tion of state government.” 
He said the task force, to be 
headed by Chief Deputy Con­ 
troller Kirk West, will study the 
current system and, if needed, 
recommend a new formula for 
determining working capital re­ 
serve that is "more compatible 
with sound cash management."

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Train, Bus Problems Turning 
Travelers To 'Little Airlines'

I he Christian Science Monitor 
News Service 
BOSTON — Eileen J. is fairly 
representative of the more than 
four million passengers who 
flew the “ little airlin es” of 
America "last year. She loves 
them . Indeed she considers 
them indispensable. 
Their names don’t stare up 
trom the glossy pages of travel 
and other magazines; they ad­ 
vertise very little, in fact. And 
at the major airports they are 
generally confined to some out- 
of-the-way corner. 
Nevertheless they have be­ 
come an established and in­ 
creasingly important segment 
of the United States airline 
industry. 
They’re the com m uter or 
third-level carriers; the little 
companies with the even-small­ 
er aircraft, not well known in 
the cities but needed and re­ 
spected in the outlying com­ 
munities they serve. 
The rapid decline of the rail­ 
roads and the frequently indif­ 
ferent bus service to non-metro­ 
politan America has enchaneed 
this importance. 
As Eileen tells it. she barely 
knew third-level carriers exist­ 
ed until her husband was trans­ 
ferred to a sm all town in 
Maine. She was moving “ to the 
back of beyond,” in her opinion. 
Even so, to visit her family in 
Indianapolis still takes little 
more than a four-hour journey 
— because the service offered 
by a eomuter airline from the 
Maine town to Boston cuts what 
would otherwise be a five-hour 
bus ride into a 35-minute hop. 
Moreover the 10-seat plane puts 
her down right at the airport 
from where the major airlines 
depart. 


Eileen s experience is repeat­ 
ed a thousand and more times 
throughout the U.S. every day. 
In fact of the 4.4 million passen­ 
gers enplaned by third-level 
carriers last year, fully 80 per 
cent were connecting with m a­ 
jor airlines, according to a De­ 
partment of Transportation sur­ 
vey. 
As an industry spokesman 
puts it: 
“ In effect w ere a 
feeder industry. We operate 
largely to tra n sfer business 
passengers and freight to the 
major airlines.” 
Third-level importance is fur- 


Iher high lighted by these fig­ 
ures: The United States has 
more than 10,000 airports. Some 
3,000 are paved and lighted. Yet 
not many more than 500 are 
served by tne big-plane opera­ 
tors. 
In fact, though trunk (long- 
haul) and local service (short- 
haul) carriers have grown ex­ 
plosively during the past 25 
years, they are serving fewer 
airports today than they did in 
the early 1950’s, according to 
the National Air Transportation 
Conferences, Inc. (NATO, the 
national body of the commuter 
lines. A Brookings Institute re­ 
searcher, George C. Eads, con­ 
firms this in his study, “The 
Local Service Airline Experi­ 
ment.” 
Growth of the commuter air­ 
lines, then, has been largely 
outside the Civil Aeronautics 
Board's (CAB) certified local 
service carriers. The advent of 
the jetliner with its greater seat 
capacity and its long-run, high­ 
flying economy had made its 
operators increasingly reluc­ 
tant to make short runs. They 
have become uneconomical de­ 
pute federal subsidies ($1 bil­ 
lion over the past 25 years) 
designed to maintain service to 
small communities. 
Says an airline executive: 
“ In many instances the revenue 
from the few passengers we 
would pick up at these airports 
wouldn’t even pay for the addi­ 
tional fuel a plane used up in 
landing and takeoff, let alone 
cover the landing fees.” 
By contrast, a small plane 
(third-level carriers have been 
using anything from 2 to 20-seat 
planes) can frequently operate 
economically under these cir-' 
cumstances. Thus what had be­ 
gun as an air taxi business with 
perhaps three or four compa­ 
nies operating — in the Boston, 
New York City, and Los Ange­ 
les areas — quickly developed 
into an airplane business with 
regularly scheduled runs. Ir 
1960 there were five such com­ 
panies; today there are 99. plus 
another 70 or so in the freight- 
carrying or charter-taxi busi­ 
ness. 
Despite the apparent oppor­ 
tunities and despite the spectac­ 
ular growth of the commuter 
airline business, this is not a 
“ money-for-jam” type of busi 
ness. The industry has a sizea 


ble share of problems. Last 
year little more than half of the 
operators reported a profit. 
Commuter airlines are not 
granted the CAB’s certificate of 
public convenience and necessi­ 
ty. This means among other 
things that they are not obliged 
to keep servicing an unprofita­ 
ble route. They can abandon it 
without appeal to the CAB. 
On the other hand they are 
not eligible for subsidies and 
receive no route protection. The 
size of the aircraft, too, is 
limited — tough restrictions 
have just been eased to allow 
for 30 passengers and a payload 
capacity of 7,000 pounds — and 
they are not permitted to en­ 
gage in joint fares with the 
certificated airlines. 
Hep. Bob Wilson, R-Calif. has 
introduced the Commuter Air 
Carrier Bill in the House of 
Representatives. It is designed 
to grant a limited form of 
certification to those commuter 
carriers seeking it. 
Route protection would be the 
principal advantage. “ We don’t 
seek a monopoly on any partic­ 
ular route,” says an industry 
spokesman. Indeed CAB would 
grant flying rights to as many 
co m m u ter airlines it felt a 
route warranted. 
Banks, too, would be more 
interested in advancing loans to 
airlines enjoying reasonable 
route protection. Banks in the 
local communities serviced by 
the small carriers have ex­ 
pressed an eagerness to join in 
such ventures but “ not until 
route protection takes much of 
the risk out of the operation.”

MUNICH (UPI) - Valeri Bor­ 
zov broke in front at the start 
and breezed home with easy 
winner today to become the 
first Russian in Olympic history 
ever to win the 100-meter dash. 
Borzov’s trium ph becam e a 
foregone conclusion yesterday 
when United States stars Eddie 
Hart and Ray Robinson were 
disqualified after missing their 
quarter-final heats. 
The victory enabled the Sovi­ 
et Union to add to its lead in 
Olympic medals. The Russians’ 
Lakov Zhelizniak shot a world 
record 509 hits in the moving 
target rifle shoot to bring the 
team total to 15 golds and 37 
total, compared to 12 and 32 for 
the U.S. 
In tra c k and field, Steve 
Smith of Torrance, Calif., who 
is one of the six pole vaulters in 
the world who has cleared 18 
feet, failed to make the qualify­ 
ing height of 16-5 and was 
eliminated. 


Also put out was 18-footer 
Kjell Isaksson of Sweden, who 
w as h am pered by a pulled 
ham string muscle. 
The United States basketball 
team , however, continued unde­ 
feated with a 96-31 romp over 
Egypt, a much easier tim e than 
the close battle with Brazil two 
nights ago. 
And Kathy Schmidt of Long 
Beach, Calif., provided the 32nd 
medal, a surprise bronze for 
third place in the women’s jav­ 
elin. 
U.S. lightweight boxer Jam es 
Busceme of Beaumont, Tex., 
was awarded an unpopular de­ 
cision over Prai A Nan Vichit of 
T hailand, to sco re the 10th 
American victory in 11 bouts. 
Lightweight Ganadi Dobrok­ 
hotov became the first Soviet 
fighter to be elim inated when 
he suffered a bad cut over his 
left eye in the first round of a 
fight against E rik Paulsen of 
Norway. 
Borzov was timed in 10.14 
seconds to defeat Robert Taylor 
of Houston, Tex. and Lennox 
Miller of Jam aica. 
Taylor, the only American to 
survive a mixup, got the silver 
medal with a docking of 10.24. 
Miller, the form er University 
of Southern California star, fin­ 
ished in 10.33. 


Tt was only the sixth time In 
20 Olympics that an American 
runner has not captured the 
shortest event of the track and 
field competition. 
Borzov won one of two gold 
medals given away during the 
day in track and field. 
The other went to Ruth Fuchs 
of East Germany, who set an 
Olympic record in the javelin of 
209 feet, 7 inches. 
The silver medal went to 
Jaqueline Podten of East Ger­ 
many wifh 205-2 and third was 
Kathy Schmidt of Long Beach, 
Calif., with 196-8. 
Borzov’s victory was the first 
in the 100 for a non-American 
since the 1960 games in Rome 
where Armin Hary of West 
Germany was the victor. 
Meanwhile, U.S. runner Vince 
Matthews said he and fellow 
400-meter star Wayne Collett 
were alm ost thrown off the 
team by coach Bill Bowerman, 
apparently because the duo did 
not want to run in pre-Olympic 
warm up meets and adhere to 
Bowerman’s training methods. 
“There were reports that he 
(Bowerman) was going to put 
m yself and C ollett off the 
team ,” said Matthews. Bower­ 
man said in a news conference 
prior to the games that he 
almost sent one unnamed ath­ 
lete home. 
With the exception of two 
gold medals by swimmer Mark 
Spitz, the most sensational per­ 
form ances by U.S. ath letes 
T hursday w ere in w restling 
where the Americans won six 
medals, the first time they had 
done this well since 1924. 
Golds w ent to lightw eight 
Dan Gable of Waterloo. Iowa, 
welterweight Wayne Wells of

FISH AND GAME 


Top Trout Fishing 


In Lakes Expected 


»? A l 04001NOS 


With the weather cooling in the Sierra, many of 
the lakes will now begin to provide the season’s 
best trout fishing. Davis Lake in Plumas County is 
improving. 
Last year, while dove and sage grouse hunting 
in Lassen County, we eventually landed in Webber 
Lake country near Truckee. We fished two lakes 
called Meadow Lake and White Rock Lake, but 
took only a few small fish. Later, on Sept. 26 
through 29, the entire area was covered with 
snow. The sun soon came out again melting most 
of the snow, but the nights were generally cold — 
almost freezing. 
_______________________ 


The fishing look an unbelieva­ 
ble ehange for the better. One 
particular day, Marty Medin, 
Mary and I took 26 kamloops 
that all were about 14 inches 
long. They were the fat. red- 
moated fish that fight so well 
and taste so good. The brown 
trout in Webber went on a real 
biting spree also. The year be­ 
fore, the same thing happened, 
and I ended up catching an 8‘/2- 
pound brown on a trolled Rapa- 
la lure. So don’t put your trout 
rods away, the best fishing is 
yet to come. 


W E H A D S O M E questions on 
what to expect for this year’s 
dove season which opened to­ 
day. Good summer nesting con­ 
ditions has resulted in excellent 
productions of young 
Upland 
Game Coordinator Harold Har­ 
per called the prospects “ the 
best in years.” Prime hunting 
opportunities should be found in 
the Imperial Valley-Colorado 
River areas, the western Sacra­ 
mento Valley and the San Joa­ 
quin Valley areas around Fres­ 
no, Madera, Merced, Kern, 
King and Tulare counties. Oth­ 
er good bets are the coastal 
counties of Monterey, San Beni­ 
to and San Luis Obispo. Pros­ 
pects for northeastern Califor­ 
nia are poor. Leading counties 
for dove last year were Imperi­ 
al. Fresno, Kern, Tulare and 
Riverside in that order. I ’ve 
noticed but a few doves in 
Marin County — I believe limits 
will be hard to come by. 
Prospects are rated “ good” 
for sage grouse in the three-day 
season tomorrow through Mon­ 
day in Modoc, Lassen, Mono 
and Inyo counties w'here hunt­ 
ing is permitted. Best bets for 
hunting is in Modoc and Lassen 
and the northern part of Mono 
county in the Bodie area, and 
around the Walker and Carson 
River drainages. 
According to Harper, popula­ 
tions of the lightly hunted Sier­ 


ra and ruffed grouse have re­ 
mained stable, and fair hunting 
should prevail. Best bets are iri 
the northern California counties 
and in the meadowareas of the 
high sierra. 
Recently two bears, one with 
an uncontrollable taste for hon­ 
ey and the other with a pen­ 
chant for disturbing campers, 
have been removed from their 
former haunts in Napa and 
Lake counties and today are 
exploring new territories in the 
Mendocino National Forest. 


T H E B E A K with a taste for 
honey was trapped by the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game 
near Angwin in Napa County 
after it had destroyed 16 of 24 
hives belonging to a commer­ 
cial bee keeper. 
The 300-pound male was 
transported to an area in the 
Mendocino National Forest 
near Covelo and released. 
The second animal, a 175- 
pound female with a fondness 
for the public campground at 
Lake Pillsbury in Lake County 
was trapped after a number of 
campers said they found the 
bear’s habits somewhat discon­ 
certing. 


T H I S B E A K also was trapped 
unharmed and released in the 
National Forest near Covelo. 
The bears were trapped and 
relocated in keeping the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game 
policy which provides that 
whenever possible bears caus­ 
ing extensive property damage' 
or posing safety problems will 
be trapped alive. They are re­ 
leased in other areas instead of 
being killed.

Utility Issues Offer 
Capital Protection

Q. We hold 200 Public Serv­ 
ice Electric & Gas (NYSE) 
common, bought way back at 
$27.50. Also we hold 34 of the 
preferred. Should we continue 
to hold these stocks as we are 
long retired? Those shares 
never go up like other stocks. 
- T.K. 
A. Utility issues as a group 
have failed to keep pace with 
stocks in other industries, and 
the gap between them has been 
spreading since early 1971. Be­ 
hind the declining m ultiples 
which investors have accorded 
utility stocks, is the growing 
conviction that th e ir growth 
rate has been seriously cur­ 
tailed by the massive debt bur­ 
dens carried by the industry. 
As a whole, utilities are cur­ 
rently selling on a yield basis in 
a manner sim ilar to such fixed 
income securities as bonds. A 
further problem which has long 
plagued the industry is strict 
rate regulation and the unwill­ 
ingness of most regulating 


agencies to grant much-needed 
increases. Public Service E & G 
is a case in point. In March, 
1970, the company filed a re­ 
quest for $72 million in increas­ 
es, nine months later $41 m il­ 
lion was granted on an interim 
basis.

March (two 
years later) did the New Jersey 
PSC see fit to add another $24 
million to the rate adjustment; 
this was still $7 million below 
the amount judged necessary 
two years and about 1 0 per cent 
worth of inflation earlier.
